Ancient Customs 
In Modern Egypt 
In Egypt the superlative ap- 
plies to a great many things 
The monuments of its past civ- 
ilizations — the oldest in the 
world — are not merely big, not 
even huge, but gigantic. . 
The Nile, the most wonderful 
‘of rivers because it alone, with: 
out the help of rainfall, gives 
‘Egypt to the world, is also one 
of the longest. . via 
Egyptian landscapes are vast, 
stretching from horizon to hor- 


izon, unbroken by hills ard - 


mountains so that they call to 
mind words like infinity or eter- 
nity. The deserts of Egypt are 
vast too, engulfing practically 
the whole country, leaving only a 
narrow strip free from its burn- 
ing embrace. 3 

The sky over Egypt, seldom en- 
cumbered with cloud, offers a 
wider expanse of clear blue than 
in most countries, increasing the 
impression of immensity. 

This munificence, this largess 
is found too, in the Egyptian 
people, in their unbounded gen- 
erosity and hospitality, in their 
gaiety and the joll de vivre, in 
the way they express themselves. 

When two. Egyptians greet 
each other they do not merely 
shake hands and pass the time 
of day by inquiring after each 
Other’s health and that of their 
families. Greetings, no matter 
how. often they occur in the 


course of a day or how brief the — 


meeting, are elaborate, 
grandiose. 
Abdel Mawgud may have met 


even 


Abdermrahman only yesterday, 


they may work in the same of- 
fice and see each other every 
day, but when they meet, in the 
office or in the street, an on- 
looker — especially a Westerner 
~~ would be convinced that they 


were long lost friends reunited - 


after months or years of separa- 
tion. “Peace be with you, wel- 
come, welcome, a thousand wel- 
comes” they both exclaim warm- 
ly, clasping hands and shaking 
them enthusiastically. This open- 
ing greeting is followed by in- 
quiries concerning each other's 
health and well-being, mutual 
congratulations and further ex- 
pressions of welcome. When they 
part; even after a brief conver- 
gation that may have lasted only 
three or four minutes, the leave- 
taking formula is just as warm 
and elaborate. In any other part 
of the world one would be con- 
vinced that the two friends were 
parting for a very long time. 

Walking in the countryside 
with a friend recently I was sur- 
prised to find that all the people 
who greeted us on our way 
through the fields used quite a 
long formula, of which I did not 
understand the words. I was en- 
chanted when my friend trans- 
lated them for, to our brief 


gants, returning from a day's 
toil in the fields, replied: “You 
have brightened the fields with 
your charm” or “You are wel- 
come and have made the fields 
lighter by passing through them.” 

In a country where every- 
thing, whether itis built by na- 
ture or man is on a vast, gener- 
ous scale, it is only logical that 
noise should be in proportion to 
the rest of the scene. 

The main source of noise in 
Egypt's capital is the traffic. 
Cars, buses, lorries, trams, taxis, 
tumbrels, horse- and donkey- 
drawn carts tear along the streets 
and avenues at hair-raising 
speed and in such an apparent 
gtate of confusion that it is amaz- 
ing any vehicle is left intact. 

In these circumstances there 
i only one way to avoid knock- 
ing down pedestrians like so 
many skittles and that is for the 
drivers of vehicles to keep one 
hand firmly clamped on the 
klaxon; This sends dawdlers and 
jaywalkers scuttling like fright- 
ened chickens in all directions 
and clears the way for the on- 
rushing traffic.

‘and hoofs complete this gigantic 
orchestra whose daily perform- 
ances begin shortly after dawn 
and end after midnight, with a 
pause in the afternoon for th# 
siesta. 

Egyptians are great lovers of 
music and there is hardly a 
shop, stal]) or restaurant — es- 
pecially in the popular districts 
~ that is not equipped with a 
radio and sound amplifier. 

Being exceedingly generous by 
nature, no Egyptian would think 
of enjoying the music provided 
by his radio set without sharing 
it with as many neighbors as 
‘possible. He therefore turns it 
on at full volume to make sure 
that all may enjoy it over and in 
spite of all the other sounds 
coming from neighboring radios 
and, of course, from the traffic, 
writes Irene Beeson in the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor. ~* 


At first one is simply over- 
whelmed by the sheer weight of 
the noise which seems to be all 
of orte piece, like a blanket of 
fog or the pitch dark of night 
when one emerges from a lighted 
place. After a time when one’s 
ear has grown somewhat accus- 
tomed to the brouhaha one be- 
gins to perceive that there is a 
scale of sounds with an infinite 
variety of notes. Through the 
roar and massive wave of sound 
produced by large vehicles one 
distinguishes’ the note of the 
tumbrel wheels from those of 
smaller cars, the jingle of a 
horse’s harness from the bells of 
bicycles or carriages or of the lic- 
orice man’s cymbals which also 
have a bell-like quality. but of 
yet another kind. 

Voices begin to pierce through 
the wall of sound, the voices of 
street criers, hawkers and ven- 
dors who are in the nature of 
of troubadours bringing us the 
poetry of Egypt that has sur- 
vived the fiercest onslaughts of 
every kind of destructive devices 
of modern life. 


My first awareness of this po- 
etry came to me through the 
deafening roar of trafic in Qser 
el Nile Street, one of the busiest 
thoroughfares in the heart of the 
city. A plaintive, tremulous voice 
crying “Laymooon, laymoooon 
...” lingering on the second syl- 
lable and the rest of the sentence 
was lost in the general cacophony 
of klaxons, bells, wheels, and 
shouts. The owner of the voice, a 
frail old man in an off-white 
gellabiah stood on the curb on 
the opposite side of the street, 
c ing a basketful of bright 
he lemons the size of eggs. 

ith his head raised, as though 
he were imploring the heavens 
to witness the quality of his 
lemons, he sent his cry floating 
over the deafening din of the 
flow of traffic (“lemons, oh lem- 
ons, God make them easy to 
sell”). 


My lemon man reconciled me 
with the chaoti¢d noise of the 
city by Opening in -it a door 
through which I glimpsed the 
poetry of eternal Egypt. I went 
around with ears strained to 
catch the street criers’ voices, 
slender threads linking the 
present with the past. 


“Oh, my sugar cane, it has no 
spots, see it is like the cheek of 
a beautiful girl, oh my sugar 
cane” cries the seller of pale 
green or mauvish sugar cane 
while the banana merchant 
knows full well that the com- 
plexion of a good banana is far 
from flawless. “The father of the 
spots, the father of the spots” he 
calls, offering the succulent fruit 
whose skin is mottled with small 
brown spots. The fruit of the 
vanilla is compared with a beau- 
tiful maiden and the vendor's 
cry is addressed to the boys: “the 
vanilla, cheek of a beautiful girl 
... awake, oh boys, take your 
pennies and come to me, come 
buy this beautiful girl’s cheek.” 
It took me a long time to dis- 
eover why the man who sells 
tomatoes cries “Tomatoes, buy 
my crazy tomatoes” and. I was 
given the choice of two explana- 
tions. The tomato is so red, so 
round, so beautiful that it might 
well drive one crazy with plea- 
sure or again, the price of toma- 
toes fluctuates so unpredictably 
that this might drive one to dis- 
traction, 

The rag and bone man’s cry is 
a litany: “I buy old clothes,” he 
chants, “1 buy old iron, 1 buy old 
brass, I buy old books, old shors” 
and then, summing up in an ear- 


splitting cry “I buy all old 
things.” 

“The best, the most excellent 
onions come from the seaside,” 


radishes are fresh 
cry the vege- 
tuble merchants in the market, 
Okra, known here as ladies’ 
fingers — “buy my ladies fing- 
ers, so slender, so delicate, oh 
my ladies’ fingers.” The guava 
is “like the cream of the milk” 
and the roasted sweet potato 
“roasted in the oven ia as sweet 
as honey.” 


The traffic rushes and crashes 
and roars and screeches, but 
nothing can drown the cries of 
the Cairo streets “oh, oranges, 
of honey”; “oh barbary figs, 
sweeter than grapes” -—- “God 
make them easy to sell.”

Quite Legally 


Most people who make a living 
by copying other people's signa- 
tures for cheques are police tar- 
gets, and practically all of them 
are men. But in Rochester, N Y., 
are two pretty girls, Helmi ‘Wol- 
ford and Carmella Judd, who 
make a perfectly legal living out 
of forgery. 

The girls’ jobs are identical — 
copying signatures of business 


“executives and government of- 


ficials so expertly that the copies 
can be used in cheque-signing 
machines. Their employer is the 
Todd Division of Burroughs Cor- 
poration. It’s.a leading designer 
and manufacturer of cheques, 
forms, and machines for dis- 
bursement protection in business 
and banking. ( 

The copying technique, routine 
to the girl “forgers,” is interest- 
ing to watch. After studying a 
name, they write it in very black 
ink,.and with frightening accur- 
acy, on a white card. They en- 
large this signature three times 
so minor blemishes can be elim- 
jnated, then reduce it to its or- 


iginal size and make a printing ~ 


plate from it. 

When placed in a cheque-sign- 
ing machine, the plate can “sign” 
thousands. of cheques while the 
person who. owns the signature 
can attend to other jobs. 

To insure absolute protection 
for clients, the girls work in a 
cage — literally. The only door 
to their wire-mesh enclosed 
studio is locked, and no one can 
get in without a special pass, 
writes James N., Miller in the 


Christian Science Monitor.

Is Big Business

The thieves climbed a fire 
escape, moved single file over a 
narrow parapet, and scurried 
across a network of flat roof- 
tops. When they came to an in- 
ner patio at the O'Hana art *gal- 
lery in London's Mayfair, they 
dropped down 10 feet and within 
minutes had jimmied a simple 
lock on a glass-paneled door and 
walked in. Waiting for them 
was the gallery’s summer exhibi- 
tion of French impressionist and 
modern. paintings. ,Their value: 
More than a million dollars. 


Ignoring heavy bronzes and 
minor works, the thieves cut 
some paintings from their 
frames; they took others, frames 
and all. There were 35 of them, 
including some of the best of 
Renoir, Braque, Cézanne, Picasso, 
Utrillo, Toulouse-Lautrec, Sisley, 
and Vuillard. The most valuable 
was a Vulllard ($840,000). All 
were takén back over the roof- 
tops and down a fire escape to a 
getaway truck. When the theft 
was discovered the next morn- 
ing only one clue was left—the 
imprint of a rubber sole. 

The robbery was the biggest 
art theft in history and brought 
an immediate reward offer 
$56,000 from the firm that had 
insured the paintings for $560,000, 
It also brought the total value of 
art treasures stolen in the U.S., 
Britain, and France during the 
past twelve months to $7 million. 

Surveying barren walls, the 
gallery owner, Jacques O'’Hana, 


62, Spanish-born British subject, . 


explained that the front entrance 
had been strongly bolted. It was 


so much like “a little fortress,” ’ 


he said, that it had not been con- 
sidered necessary to put strong 
doors on the inner patio. For 
those who enjoy coliecting fa- 
mous last words, he added: “I did 
not imagine anyone could get in 
that way.”

Experts say the answer is yes, 
if farmers can achieve at the 
same time both higher produc- 
tivity per acre and reduced total 
production — or greatly expand- 
ed markets, Recognition of the 
need to do this and the great 
difficulty of doing it lie behind 
much proposed controversial 
farm legislation such as the cur- 
rent farm bill.

Each of these efforts has its 
defense. Those working for 
greater efficiency in production 
argue that a farmer's income 
will rise if he can produce two 
bushels of corn with the labor, 
materials, and Jand formerly re- 
quired to produce one.

Tha new method outlined in 
The Nation’s Agriculture article 
is one which calls for a three- 
pronged approach to planting 
and cultivating. A hybrid seed 
has been developed which. pro- 
duces a type of corn that can 
be planted more thickly and 
which responds to the use of 
greater amounts of fertilizer. 
The three steps recommended 
are these: 1, “Use higher per- 
formance hybrids; 2. Increase 
your planting rate; 3. Apply ad- 
ditional fertilizer.” But it is nec- 
essary to do all three at the same 
time, this article points out, for 
each depends upon the others 
for its success. 


With these increases forecast, 
what is the next step for agricul- 
ture??

Ezekiel Picads ‘tor Repentance 
Ezekiel 2:1-7; 18:1-32. 


Memory Scripture: Repent, 
and turn yourselves from all 
your transgressions; so iniquity 
shall not be your ruin, Ezekiel 
18:30 

The first Jewish captives were 
taken to Babylon in 606 B.C, 
Three more deportations took 
place within the next twenty~ 
five years. Ezekiel was deport- 
ed with the second group, 10,000 
captives in 597, Living with a 
group of his countrymen slaves, 
we find him by the river Chebar. 
This is thought to be the large 
ship canal branching off from 
the Ephrates above Babylon 
through Nupper to the Tigres. 
To these he spoke on at least 
four major themes; (1) He 
preached against the . national 
sins which brought Israe] to 
ruin. (2) He encouraged the 
faith of the exiles leading them 
to believe that they should some 
day return. (3) He warned that 
those who oppress them will 
some day be judged. (4) Final- 
ly, ‘he looks into the broad - tu- 
ture to, welcome the dawn of the 
Messianic /Age. 

Like Jeremiah before him, 
Ezekiel was warned in advance 
that his task was not easy. The 
rebellious people who had been 
deported to foreign soil had not 
changed in their basic nature. 
They were still impudent and 
stiff-hearted. Ezekiel is to dis- 
regard their bitter words and 
scornt':' looks, His responsibill- 
ty is to-be God's socom 
Whether or not they heed his 
message, they will at least know 
that “there has been a prophet 
among them.” 

The exiles were doubtless say~ 


ing, “We are having to suffer | 


for the sins of our fathers.” Eze- 


kiel points out that while the ca- ne 


lamity of the Jews may be re~ 
lated to their fathers’ actions, 
their present and future condi- 
tion rests in their own hands. 
We are responsible as individu- 
als. “The soul that sinneth, it 
shall die.” If the wicked repent 
and turn from their wickedness, 
God will forgive and they ‘shall 
live. It is equally true that if 
the righteous turn from nis 
righteousness, and commits in- 
iquity, all his righteousness shall 
not be mentioned. In his sins 
shall he die. We need to remem- 
ber this today. 

Ezekiel calls the people to. re- 
pentance. Sinful man can be 
forgiven. This is the messuge 
for all ages. If we would have 
God’s favor here and hereafter, 
we must turn from our sins and 
believe in the Lord Jesus Chr'st.

When I was in High School in 
Los Angeles, all the boys work- 
ed during the holidays as mes- 
sengers, errand boys, or such. 

One gir] worked as a 
housekeeper the whole time even 
during term, and she was not a 
foreigner.’

It must 
have been the same service that 
we now do for ourselves when 
we buy and pay for anything in 
the big stores. . 

Two sisters 1 knew went as 
children’s nurses.

We were very poor. Unneces- 
sarily so. And when my mother 
read in the paper about some 
film star spending the season in 
Florida, that did it.

Mr. Griffith 
never called me anything else— 
always Mary, But I am ahead 
of myself, writes Bessie Love in 
the Christian Science Monitor. 


My father never would have 
consented to my seeking work 
in films. My resourceful mother 
said, the Saturday before schoo! 
let out one summer, that there 
was no reason why I should not 
get a job and tell him about it 
afterwards. 

I remember thinking. that I 
should go before school let out 
because the best jobs would 
have been snapped up by the 
time the Assembly bell stopped 
ringing for the last time I do 
mot know quite what I imagin- 
ed: that all the girls were going 
out to become film stars sud- 
denly? Just for the summer? It 
must have been some such idea 
because I felt that having a 
whole week's head start would 
give me quite an edge on every- 
one.

It was the sort 
of naive, direct reasoning that 
went on in our own household, 
so that is what we did, We took a 
streetear to the Griffith Studio 
on Sunset Boulevard and I ask- 
ad to see him — a proceeding 
which would today be compar- 
able to knocking at the gates of 
Canavarel and saying, “Please, 
1 want to be an astronaut.” Only 
without the. Please. 


As it happened, Mr. Griffith, 
who had that day returned to the 
studio from San Francisco, was 
on his way to his office and over- 
heard me ask for him, saying 
that I had an appointment. I 
didn’t mention I had made it 
myself. A few years later, the 
man who had opened the office

happened next, so that I know it 
és true.

So They Cut Down 
The Old Swing Tree! 


Somebody cut down our swing 


tree. And long-long ago I con- 


cluded it goes no good to lift a 
plaintive wail about such things, 


for men seem not to be guided™ 


thereby. Plenty of people join 
in the wail, and lift their hands 
a-wring, and deplore, but in the 
end the crasser motives prevail 
and those of us who Jament have 
had only the exercise of our 
lamentations. Why would any- 
body want to cut down a swing 
tree? 

Seems as if all my days some- 
body has been coming around to 
wants 
cut down, and although by times 
vociferous objections have been 
raised and pretty good argu- 
ments have been. advanced. I 
don’t seem to recall any parti- 
cular tree, public or private, that 
got saved. 

Don’t misunderstand me—lI’ve 
cut many a tree in my time, and 
have a farmer's evaluation of 
standing timber. I can even ad- 
vance quite an argument that 
some of the “ravaging” of forests 
that keeps the preservationists 
stirred up is not quite so bad as 
they think. The woodsman-spare- 
that-tree ditty has to be mellow- 
ed with a few tree-farm facts. 
We've been paying taxes for a 
long time on forest land we hope 
will some day pay us. People 
who write letters to newspapers 
urging forest conservation are 
too often begging a most pertin- 
ent question—that the paper 


they preach from was once @.- 


tree, And so on. But I think none 
of this applies to our swing tree 
discussion, 

A couple of ridges away from 
us the state highway people. are 
laying out an “improvement” on 
Route 125. Along the down 
grade past the Jones and May- 
nard places they have moved the 
right-of-way with engineering 
finesse, and will remove a long 
string of stately elms which were 
set out generations ago by fore- 
fathers now forgotten. For a cen- 
tury cattle have come to lie in 
the shade of these trees and 
chew their cuds. At the far end 
of the scene alders fringe the 
trout holes in the brook, and by 
the bridge is the swimming hole 
where generations of children 
have played. As you turned the 
road, topped the rise and beheld 
all this, you had a pastoral scene 
without peer. So the surveyors 
have come along and have driv- 
en their little stakes to remove 
all this forever from our lives, 

Why? : 

I don’t know why. And I'm 
sure nobody else, including the 
engineers, can say why. These 
aren’t tree-farm trees, nor were 
they set and nurtured for board 
footage. They were put there to 
adorn the scene. Whole lifetimes 
went into watching them flourish 
and give the landscape grace. 
And all this will vanish in the 
swift flourish of-a chain-saw 
while people on every hand cry 
that it must not be done. 

Why? 

Oh, yes—the swing tree. The 
swing tree is on another road, 
where a turn-off makes what we 
call a “heater-piece.” A heater 
was a flatiron, and a flatiron was 
triangular. As traffic came out 
of the side road, some turning 
right and some left, “the inter- 
section formed so this untrod plot 
was left three-cornered. Here an 
elm took seed or was planted, 
and it grew to be 80 feet tail — 


_a lofty, monumental height to 


please the eye. ; 
Now, elms don't often do this, 
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but this one developed a limb 
about 20-feet off the ground at 
an absolutely. true horizontal. 
There was never a better swing 
tree. The first time. you looked 
at this tree the frst thing that 
would enter your head was, 
“What a wonderful place for a 
swing!” Our children, and other 
children, slways admired « this 
chance. And as families drove 
along, in buggies and afterwards 
in automobiles, the first child to 
catch sight of the elm would 
shout, “Swing Tree!” in the old 
traditions of “I Spy!’ and for the 
moment of passage all thoughts 
turned on what a waste it was to 
have this tree away out there by 
itself where no chilcren would 
ever swing from it, and no zope 
would ever be- looped over the 
limb. 

All rignt, So times advance, 
and distance is less a problem, 
and a few homes have been 
built in there—not for farms but 
for suburbanites. In the great 
forward surge of improvement 
and progress, by whatever rules 
this creates, somebody came 
around about a weeki ago and cut 
this swing tree down. It was 
worked up into cordwcod lengths 
and left piled for a day or so, 
and then it was carted off. Fire- 
places and cookstoves have de- 
clined—maybe they hauled the 
wood to a dump. 

Meditating as kindly as I can, 
1 car think of no reason why this 
tree was removed. Somebody 
must have made the. decision; 
somebody must have given and 
executed the order. Why? 

Never asain will anybody, 
rounding the turn, come upon 
this elm and have his heart leap 
at the prospects of a swing. This 
is a tremendous loss to every- 
body, a tragic loss tq all who 
grew up in these parts. I can 
only conclude that we—or I— 
must be wrong. It must be wrong 
to have a sentimental attachment 
to shade and symmetry, shape 
and grace, growth and loveliness. 
It must be wrong because we.are 
so, uniformly outvoted. Some- 
body always cuts dowm swing’ 
trees.— by John Gould im the 
Christian’ Science Monitor.

To the schools of tourists on 
their annual summer migrations, 
the old New England fishing 
towns looked the same as ever 
last month, with cork-studded 
nets drying in the sun and the 
stubby trawlers and draggers 
creaking on the dockside swells. 
With the picturesque scenery, 
however, there was forlorn evi- 
dence — decaying piers, shut- 
tered warehouses, worn-out ves- 
sels — that America’s oldest in- 
dustry is dying. Once a keystone 
of private enterprise, whose 
early profits led to a new land’s 
first industrial complexes, com- 
mercial fishing is now a neglec- 
ted. soft spot in the national 
economy.-/ 

In the past decade, 31,000 fish- 
ermen and 16,000 fishing boats 
have been beached. In Glouces- 
ter, where men have been going 
down to the sea since 1623, the 
fishing fleet has dropped from 
400 vessels to less than 100. Dis- 
tress signals are particularly 
urgent in New England, but 


many a port along the lower At- 


lantic, Gulf, and Pacifie coasts 
also may be abandoned to the 
gulls and tourists. 

San Diego’s tuna fleet, num- 
bering 833 boats ten years ago, 
is down to 210. The salmon catch 
off Alaska and the Columbia 
River is half of what it was fif- 
teen years ago. In a decade the 
oyster take from Long Island 
Sound and Chesapeake and Del- 
aware bays has dropped 19 mil- 
lion pounds, The Gulf of Mex- 
ico’s shrimp industry also has 
been hit hard. 

Once a strong challenger to 
Japan as the world’s foremost 
fishing nation, the U.S. in the 
last two years has dropped to 
fifth behind Red China, Peru, and 
Russia. Ironically, this decline 
has come at a time when Ameri- 
cans are eating more fish than 
ever. But nearly half of these 
fish are now caught in foreign 
boats; by 1975, the foreign boats 
will account for three-quarters 
of all fish eaten in the U.S.

He Steals Bases 
Like Ty Cobb Did 


Outside the National League 
dressing room in Washington, 
D.C. Stadium, a guard suddenly 
stepped in front of the open 
doorway. “Are you a baliplay- 
er?” he demanded. The slim, 
thin-faced man_in blue polo 
shirt and white ‘slacks scowled 
and, without a word, walked in- 
to the room. The.guard followed, 
watching silently until the stran- 
ger reached the locker marked 
“WILLS” and sat down. “Well,” 
said the guard, staring at Maury 
Wills of the Los Angeles Dodg- 


_ ers, “he sure doesn’t look like a 


ballplayer.” 


Shortstop Wills, 5 feet 10 and 
163 pounds, sure did look like a 
*ballplayer later/ that afternoon. 
Entering the All-Star game in 
the sixth inning as a pinch-run- 
ner for Stan Musial, Wills quick- 
ly showed President Kennedy 
and 45,479 other spectators why 
he is the best base-runnef in 
baseball. On Camilo Pascual’s 
second pitch, Wills got a good 
jump and stole seeond without 
even drawing a throw from ‘the 
catcher. A moment later, he 
-raced home on a single. 


In the top of the eighth, Wills 
led off with a pop-fly single into 
short left, When Jim Davenport 
of the San Francisco Giants 
singled to left, Wills took a wide 
turn around second base, delib- 
erately daring strong-armed left 
fielder Rocky Colavito to throw. 
Colavito threw to second. And 
Wills ran — to third, beating the 
relay with a reckless belly slide. 
San Francisco’s Felipe Alou fol- 
lowed with a foul fly to short 
right. Crouched on third, Wills 
waited until the catch was made, 
then sprinted for home, sliding 
in safely and giving the National 
League its last run in a 3-1 vic- 
tory. 

“lI think I can steal against 
anybody,” says Washington-born 
Wills. The artful Dodger’s actions 
speaker louder than his words. 
In 91 games this season, he has 
stolen 46 bases in 51 attempts 
and has a running chance of 
breaking Ty Cobb’s modern rec- 
ord of 96 stolen bases. “Stealing 
is about 40 per cent lead, 40 per 
cent jump, and 20 per cent 
speed,” explains Wills. “But 
you've got to know exactly how 
far you can lead off first without 
getting picked off, and exactly 
when to break for second.” 


Though few National League 
pitchers are as easy to read as 
Giant right-hander Juan Mari- 
chal, whose high kick allows 
robber barons to get a three-step 
jump, Wills believes that every 
pitcher reveals something “if 
you look long and hard enough. 
It could be their head, arms, 
hips, knees, legs, feet,” say Wills. 
“One Philadelphia right-hander 
opens his left shoulder toward 
first and has to close it back up 
before he goes home with the 
pitch, Once he starts closing, he’s 
committed himself and you go.” 


For going so well so often, 
Wills, called the “Thief of Bags, 
dad” by Boston Globe sports- 
writer Jerry Nason, now earns 
$30,000 a year. Yet he remembers 
best the first time he didn’t have 
to dash around the bases. “I 
popped one over the left-field 
screen in the L.A. Coliseum last 
year for my first big-league home 
run in 1,167 times up,” Wills re- 
called. “I sprinted around first 
till I saw the umpire waving 
home run, Then I went into my 
version of the home-run- trot, the 


way the big hitters do. Instead, 


I just about tripped over second 
and almost missed third. When 
I got to the dugout, the guys 
gave me the silent treatment for 
a few seconds. As soon as they 
started cheering, I felt so good 
I ran out of the dugout and 
came back again.”

For the firststime in three 
months, short, balding Stirling 
Moss last month quietly return- 
ed to the world he knows best. 
Sliding into his lemon-colored 
Lotus Elite,.the world’s greatest 
racing driver drove cautiously, 


never exceeding 30 miles an 
hour,, for a half-hour near his 
parents’ home outside of London. 

“That was long enough and 
fast enough for me right now,” 
said Mo who crashed into an 
embankment at 105 miles an 
hour the last time he drove and 
suffered two broken rib it 
cracked left knee, a torn left 
shoulder, and a brain injury tnat 
left him in a deep coma close to 
death for eight days. “Once you 
have cornered at 90 miles an

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Cat Thieves On The 
Prowl In Britain 


Thieves who specialize in steal- 
ing cats are on the prow! again. 
Every day, especially in big 
towns, cats are reported missing. 
Some turn up after the lapse of 
a few hours, or days, or weeks. 
But many pet cats never come 


back—and at least 250,000 are 


stolen each. year in Britain. 

Those that don’t may have 
been. killed for their fur, espe- 
cially if they are Persian. But 
other missing cats have got into 
the hands of a so-called “pet 
dealer” somewhere. A stolen cat 
is worth at least $2.25 to him 
when he delivers it to a science 
laboratory. 

The same thing applies to.dogs, 
but they are protected by law. 
Cats aren't, except as property. 
And to stop the racket you must 
be able ts catch a cat-stealer in 
the act or identify the animal in 
the shop. i 


It’s difficult to establish the 


fact that a cat has been stolen’ 
and few owners of “lost” cats do. 


more than put a notice on theif 
gates or insert a small advertise- 
ment in the local newspaper. 


A high official of an animal 


welfare organization asks: “Why 
are we—professedly an animal- 
loving nation—so callous some- 
times towards cats?”

2. Find a hometown boy — in 
this case, a young newspaper- 
man named Tom Patterson —- 
who has the necessary innocence 
to dream the dangerous festival 
dream until — most astonishing 
of all — he believes it, 

3. Give him $30,000 and let 
him travel. to London, as guile- 
lessly as Dick Whittington, to 
invite the prefessional assist- 
ance of directors like Sir Tyrone 
Guthrie and Michael Langham, 
and actors like Sir Alec Guin- 
ness, _ 

An absurdly Quixotic 


recipe 
is it not? 


Yet no more remarkable real- 


ly than events as they happened. 

Only a little more than a year 
after this preposterous begin- 
ning — on July 13, 1953, to be 
exact — 
the role of Richard III, stepped 
onto the stage of the *material- 
ized Stratford Festival tent to 
proclaim: “Now is the winter of 
our discontent made glorious 
summer by this sun of York.” 

The first years of the imme- 
diately successful festival bear 
the signature of Sir Tyrone Gu- 
thrie, a professiona! Irish 
dreamer who brought technique 
and-toughness to amateur Cana- 
dians’ dream. 

By 1954 he was prepared to 
state the need for a permanent 
theater, grumbling wittily about 
the tent. In a high wind, he 
wrote, “the gallant Tabernacle 
rocks and creaks like a wind- 
jammer.” When it is hot, audi- 
ence and actors are “fried in 
their own fat.” When it is cold, 
one cannot hear the lines for 
the “castanet obbligato of chat- 
tering teeth.” ; 

Within ten years, he hoped, 
the tent might be an expedient 
of the past. Peering into what 
he thought was a safely distant 
future, he recommended that 
the permanent theater “should 
look welcoming. Too many 
theaters aim: to look like royal 
palaces. But Theatre Royal is 
apt to be Theatre Pompous. And 
anyway a royal palace nowa- 
days is bound to be mistaken 
for an insurance office.” 

A mere two years later the 
eminently “welcoming $2,150,000 
Stratford Festival Theater was 
being built, with 2,258 seats and 
a medern-Elizabethan stage de- 
signed by Tanya Moiseiwitsch 
and Sir Tyrone, 

Advances on other fronts were 
nearly as prompt and vigorous. 

The festival added concerts, 
opera, and films to its program- 
ing, and the drama extended 
from its Shakespearean base to 
range from “Oedipus Rex” to a 
contemporary Canadian comedy, 
“The Canvas Barricade.”

How To Stay Young 


“Staying young is child’s pley 
— especially when you have just 
finished celebrating your seven- 
ty-third birthday.” 

That, at least, is Maurice Che- 
valier's: view on the matter. 
“But,” he adds, “of course it all 

. depends, really, on how badly 


- you want to stay young.” 


Smile at yourself in the mirror 
every morning! That's the first 
prescription for enduring youth- 
fulness from the mouth of a man 
who, after a full and active life, 
has never lost a single source of 
the vitality and enthusiasm he 
had at twenty. 

Maurice hasn't preserved such 
vitality by passing his early 
years easily. 

He started as a circus acrobat, 
but the prospect of broken bones 
sent him singing — to a job in 
a casino at twelve francs a 
week, just after his eleventh 
birthday. And maybe he picked 
up some tips from that other 
ageless French artist, the fabu- 
lous Mistinguette. Their act at 
the Folies Bergéres became the 
rage of Paris. ASR 

When he was approaching his 
fiftieth birthday, Chevalier took 
the turn that put him on the 
path he was to follow for the 
remainder of his life. 

The alternatives were clear to 
him then: either go on as betore

most other people, or make a 
sharp break. with the kind of 
life he had been leading up till 
then.

And Their Eggs 


At the time the egg is laid the 
adult birds have been without a 
scrap of food for two months or 
more, a challenging circum- 


stance just before the onset of 


winter. Food must be had, and 
because of efforts already put 
forth the female is the first to 
get it. The egg is now passed 
to the male, who has the same 
means of warming it as the fe- 
male, but considerably. less skill. 

But Mother is not off on a 
holiday. The sea, once a few 
hundred yards away, is now 
widely frozen and the ice edge 
is sixty miles or more distant. It 
is a long journey for a hungry 
Members of the 
French party attempted to follow 
this winter migration of the fe- 
males, but the ice was too dan- 
gerous in the poor light, the risks 
to human life too great. Thus 
there is another gap in_.-our 
knowledge of the life cycle of 
this enigmatic bird. 

Winter has now descended on 
the rookery and those brave 
birds staying on with the eggs 
face severe conditions. The mar- 
velous down beneath their outer 
feathers is an efficient barrier 
against the cold. But the bliz- 
gard is. a trial they cannot face 
alone. When a storm threatens 
—the penguins have an uncanny 
weather sense and always know 
ahead of time when it is going 


“to blow—they. slowly, clumsily 


(because of the eggs) move to- 
gether to form a testudo, a living 
shield of tightly packed bodies. 
It is roughly circular in shape, 
the outer birds standing with 
their backs outward, the inner 
birds with heads down and shoul- 
ders interlocked; nothing will 
move them until the blizzard 
dies... . At the worst times dur- 
ing the winter at Point Geologie, 
all six thousand wintering birds 
formed up into a single testudo. 

During the severe winter month 
of July, approximately sixty- 
three days after the eggs have 
been laid, the hatching out be- 
gins. In general shape the new 
chick resembles a species of pear. 
It is about six inches high (when 
it gains its shaky feet), is clothed 
in soft down of an all-over gray, 
and has broad white rings about 
its black eyes, which give it a 
comical owlish appearance. The 
father may have to preside at the 
hatching out. But more often 
than not the mother is back from 
her feeding expedition. . . 

The males, now thin and ragged 
looking after as long as five 
months without food, leave the 
rookery at last and undertake 
an expedition of their own to- 
ward the sea. The chicks grow 
in size and strength and gradual- 
ly begin their own unsteady ex- 
plorations of the rookery. As 
their development proceeds, 
other adult birds may leave. The 
chicks are then gathered into a 
number of “nursery” groups 
tended by a few adult birds. 
When a storm breaks, familiar 
tactics are resorted to; the chicks 
are herded together and protect- 
ed by a ring of adult birds, — 
From “Antarctic World,” by John 
Euller.

A single chick- 
en costs about one-fifth of @ 
heavy urban worker’s monthly 
wage and one wadded coverlet 
costs a  month-and-a- half’s 
wages.” 

This is what communism, for 
all its empty glowing promises, 
gives the people while supple- 
menting it with a diet of terror 
and oppression.—The Desert Sun

Rats Show Effects 
Of Alcohol 


Many motorists,believe that if 
they have had too much alcohol, 
a cup of black coffee will sober 
them up. But experiments show 
that this may be a highly danger- 
ous fallacy, 

Pharmacologists at the Indiana 
University medical school in In- 
dianapolis experimented with 
rats to test the effect of caffeine 
on mental perceptions after an 
intake of alcohol. The results 
astonished them. 

Professor Francis W. Hughes 
and his colleagues impaired the 
thought processes of the rats by 
alcohol. One group was then 
given caffeine, and the other 
group left in its alcoholic stupor. 

But each: group was put into a 
eompartment which set its mem- 
bers the same problems or intel- 
ligence tests. The rats had the 
choice of two doorways. Through 
one they could move unhurt; 
through the other there was & 
tiny room whose flooring would 


give them a series of electric’ 


shocks, 

Surprisingly, the rats which 
had taken alcohol only were the 
first to recover their wits. Those 
treated with caffeine continued 
behaving “silly” in the shock 
room and took far longer to un- 
derstand their predicament and 
move to a safe spot. 

Professor Hughes has now ex- 
tended his researches to human 
beings. His findings will prob- 
ably show that coffee lengthens, 
rather than shortens, the recov- 
ery time after intake of alcohol.

There are just too many ques- 
tions that Americans take for 
ranted but Finns consider in- 
sulting. Some invite a disdainful 
glare. Others, I am told, a punch 
in the nose, 

For example, you don’t ask a 
Finn what political party he be- 
longs to or how he voted in the 
last election. Only if he is a 


Communist will he tell you. 

And if you are in Finnish Lap- 
land you don’t. ask a man how 
many reindeer he owns. Imagine 
a Texan refusing to talk about 
the number of cattle carrying his 
brand! There is more than polite- 
mess involved in the reindeer 
count, however. A tax collector 
might be listening. 

Despite the hazards, poll taking 
of a sort is necessary for short 
term visiting reporters in any 


. land. In order to be valid, a poll 


should represent a decent pro- 
portion of the over-all popula- 
tion or particular classification. 


Truck drivers is always a good 
classification. Much more reliable 
than taxicab drivers who often 
get too dramatic in search of a 
bigger tip. 

Finland has a total population 
of 4% million people. The work 
force is estimated at 1,500,000 
with an amazingly low unem- 
ployment figure of 565.

Maine people take a proprie- 
tary attitude toward the blue- 
berry, which they regard as a 
pseudo state emblem. They like 
to recall that the English ex- 
plorers, George Weymouth and 
John Smith, feasted upon the 
sweet August berries more than 
300 years ago, and that John 
Josselyn, the 17th century na- 
turalist, listed the berries as one 
of the attractions of Gorges’ 
Province of Maine. They are 
proud that Maine families have 
enjoyed blueberry muffins, flap- 
jacks, cakes, and pies for gen- 
erations. « ” * 


It is the low bush blueberry 
that Maine men honour, They 
have less regard for the high 
variety which, hanging heavy 
with fruit, edges swamps and 
forest streams, And it is treason- 
able in Maine to confuse the 
blueberry with the huckleberry, 
that ledge-loving berry with 
seeds like little stones. 

In August, coastal barrens are 
blue with berries which, after 
they are raked by~local help or 
by workers imported from Ca- 
nada, are whisked to a cannery, 
perhaps far distant, where the 
odour of boiling berries sweet- 
ens the air. Children seek out 
the berries that grow in the 
pastures, along the meadow 
margins, and by the base of old 
stone walls. They take some 
berries home; others they sell 
to the tourists who place a few 
coins in their purpled palms.

Maine people never tire of 
blueberries. Indeed some fami- 
lies have them three times daily 
for six weeks. “Blueberry pie 
once a day”. is the rule in nearly 
every Maine -household. The pie 
may be “two-crust,” “deep-dish,” 
or “turnover.” Each of the three 
varieties has its devotees. The 
“two-crust” is better baked in 
thin pastry with the addition of 
a tablespoon of tapioca to the 
berries lest the juice boil out 
and soil the oven. The “deep- 
dish” pie, which has only an 
upper crust, puts a premium on 
juice and should be eaten with 
a spoon: The “turnover” pie is 
baked also in a deep dish but 
its one crust, the upper crust, 
is made of rich biscuit dough. 
This should be baked just be- 
fore dinner and then turned 
over on a large platter where 
the juice will engulf the crust 
with a blue flood of sweetness, 
writes Esther E. Wood in the 
Christian Science Monitor.

‘Checking Up On The 


Handwriting | 
“Experts” Meet 


With firmly crossed T's and 
separated H’s, with wedge-shap- 
ed M’s and impeccably looped 
J’s, some 500 members of the 
International Grapho Analysis 
Society, Inc., signed the register 
in the Sheraton-Chicago Hotel 


last month for the society's an- 


nual convention. In the speeches, 
pane] discussions, and chalk talks 
that followed, the handwriting 
experts offered a clear, if sur- 
prising, message for the harried 
personnel men who hire and fire 
executives: Throw away the ink- 
blot tests, dispense with psychol- 
ogical interviewing, ‘and simply 
study signatures. 

Executive trial by handwriting 
has been used fairly widely for 
years in Europe, but the “sol- 
ence’ has had an uphill struggle 
in the U.S. Despite the efforts of 
11,000 members of the. society, 
only a handful of U.S. companies 
now analyze the scribbles of 
prospective executives. But even 
these pioneers, the IGAS com- 
plains, won't admit they use 
grapho-analysis — because they 
don’t want to be jeered. 


“We're so far ahead of the pub- 
lic, it’s. frustrating,” complains 
V. Peter Ferrara, IGAS president. 
Ferrara said banks in Cleveland, 
Denver, and San Francisco now 
are experimenting with the tech- 
nique in checking credit risks. 
This, Ferrar explained, calls for 
highly sophisticated talent, A 
prospective borrower might make 
double loops in his O's and A’s, 
indicating ability to deceive, and 
still get the loan—because his 
lofty T’s and D’s show a strong 
sense of pride, and he'd . be, 
ashamed to welsh. “So far, we're 
doing better than the banks,” 
Ferrara boasted. “Several loans 
which they approved but we 
vetoed have gone sour, while not 
a single loan which we approved 
has gone bad.” 

As developed by the late M. 
N. Bunker, founder of the so- 
ciety, grapho-analysis is the in- 
terpretation of character from 
traits of handwriting. Among 
them: Long, firm crosses on T’s 
indicate enthusiasm; large loops 
below the baseline denote imag- 
ination about concrete things, but 
large loops above show a philos- 
ophical bent. 


Grapho-analysts claim they’re 
constantly pushing forward. the 
frontiers of the new “science.” 
One experiment, in “grapho- 
therapy,” breathlessly reported; 
Robert H. Burnup, president of 
an Independence, Mo., construc- 
tion-equipped sales firm, had.a 
pronounced reluctance to call on 
customers. By having Burnup 
eliminate handwriting traits 
which reflected “reluctance,” the 
IGAS claims it straightened him 
out. 

Now a confirmed grapho- 
analysis buff, Burnup says hap- 
pily: “I'll call on anyone.” In 
fact, Burnup claims he’ll refuse 
to make a sale if the signature 
on the dotted line reveals a poor 
credit risk 


Force Of Gravity 


Though gravity is the most ob- 
vious of all the forces in the 
universe—it made the apple fall 
on Isaac Newton’s head—it is 
also one of the most elusive. Un- 
like the forces of electricity, of 
magnetism, or of the atom’s nu- 
cleus, the force of gravity is so 
weak that it can be measured 
only on the grand scale of the 
stars and planets, In an ambi- 
tious experiment now taking 
shape at the University of Mary- 
land, man may at last be able to 
make some of his own gravity to 
study. 

The general. purpose of the 
project, under the direction of 
Dr. Joseph Weber, a 43-year-old 
Nava! Academy graduate turned 
physicist, is a new test of Albert 
Einstein’s monumental General 
Theory of Relativity. The speci- 
fic target is the ephemeral grav- 
ity wave itself, the so-called 
“gravition,” basic unit of gravi- 
tational energy. According to 


-, 
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coke eating contest 


Einstein, any material object in- 
teracting with another one or 
subjected to mechanical stress— 
from a dowble star to a squeezed 
rubber ball — should generate 
gravity waves. 

Supported by government 
grants, Dr. Weber's group is 
building the world’s first gravity- 
wave generator. This consists of 
a solid cylinder of aluminum 8 
inches thick and 5 feet long 
housed ina vacuum chamber. In 
operation, it will be squeezed 
and relaxed 1,657 times a second 
by a piezoelectric crystal bonded 
to its sides; these crystals con- 
tract with a force of 1 ton each 
time they are subjected to elec- 
tric pulses. . 

To pick up the waves produc- 
ed, Weber’s group has:a detector 
which is also a cylinder of alu- 
minum inside a vacuum cham- 
ber. Carefully tuned to gravity 
waves of the frequency radiated 
by the generator, its ends will be 
displaced ever so lightly—per- 
haps a millionth of a billionth of 
a centimeter—and delicate crys- 
tals will pick up the movement 
and report it. ‘ 

The toughest obstacle for the 
experimenters ‘is, of course, the 


extreme weakness of the grav- - 


ity. waves. Both detector and 
generator will be scrupulously 
insulated so that any signal 


detected can be attributed to the 
generator’s pulsating* gravity 
field. If the experiment is suc- 
cessful, physicists will have the 
first “man-made” proof of Ein- 
steinian General Relativity.

Visiting Dampierre, the French 
castle of the Duc de Luynes, 
Roberts was astonished to see in 
the centre of the great hall a 
plain déal table and two kitchen 
chairs, writes Treyor Allen in 
“Tit-Bits.” 

When he asked about this curi- 
ous exhibit the young duke ex- 
plained that during the Revolu- 
tion one of his ancestors and 
three children were imprisoned 
in the Temple, awaiting execu- 
‘tion. 

With the table and chairs, the 
duchess rehearsed the children 
in mounting the seaffold, so that 
on. the fateful day—they would 
behave with composure. 


The first chair represented the 
steps; the second, placed on the 
table, the guillotine. 


Roberts well remembers the 
Chateau de Rambouillet, the 
country mansion of the Presi- 
dents of the French Republic. 
“The nearest I ever came to 
death.” he said, “was at its 
gates.” 

He was with Count Armand de 
la Rochefoucauld in his new 
sports car, going to visit the 
count’s uncle. 

Speeding along a straight ave- 
nue in the dim evening light they 
did not see-a sharp left bend 
ahead. A huge brick wall and 
big iron gates suddenly seemed 
to leap at them. 

They sped straight on, crash- 
ing through the chateau gates, 
tearing a hole in them, and were 
flung to the ground from the 
smashed car amid trees ina dark 
forest. 


He thinks they both lived be- 
cause of the low build of the car, 
which went-under a heavy cross- 
bar of the gates. An hour later 
they arrived at their host's house 
in a hired car. Roberts was un- 
scratched, the count had only 
slight injuries. 

The next morning the count 
came to his room and said: “You 
were in great form last night 
after dinner, .You held us all 
spellbound for a couple of hours.” 


“But I never said a word, as 
far as I remember,” Roberts 
replied. 

“Oh yes, you talked without a 
break for two hours about your 
travels, You gave us a wonder- 
ful evening.” 


Roberts then realized that he 
ust have been suffering from 
shock or concussion. For him the 
previous evening was a blank. 
The American Press magnate, 
the late William Randolph 
Hearst, lived in a castle built in 
the wilds of California, When 
Roberts paid him a visit he noted 
that when guests arrived at the 
gates they were asked whether 
they wished to proceed by car or 
rail, so vast was the estate.

Ottawa isn’t the only place 
where the “farm problem” is a 
perpetual pain in the neck to the 
government, The following ar- 
ticle by Helen Henley, Farm Edi- 
tor of the Christian Science 
Monitor shows that in Washing- 
ton too they have their troubles. 

“To make farming profitable 
without government controls, 
and to establish free markets for 
farm products” is the aim of a 
proposal just launched by the 
Committee for Economic Devel- 
opment. 

Its plan, says the CED, “if 
vigorously prosecuted over a 
period of years,” would reduce 
government agricultural spend- 
ing by $3,000,000,000 — or about 
one-half of present federal farm 
expenditures. 

Some aspects of the proposed 
program, which would switch 
assistance for farmers from a 
protective to an adaptive ap- 
proach, could hardly be more 
controversial. But the CED Re- 
search and Policy Committee, 
which prepared the statement 
“An Adaptive Program for Ag- 
riculture,” has brought together 
into a single focus a number of 
possibilities which at times have 
been considered or attempted in 
a disorganized, piecemeal way. 

Critics will point out that the 
CED, composed of leading busi- 
nessmen and educators and des- 
cribing itself as “non-profit, non- 
partisan, and non-political,” ap- 
parently includes in its member- 
ship no farmers. Perhaps this 
very objectivity has enablec tt 
to come up with proposals likely 
to be welcomed by some as 4 
realistic approach to problems 
which up to now have defied the 
diverse efforts of farmers, econ- 
omists, and politicians. 

A review of the tangled pile- 
up of present farm _ programs, 
and how they got that way, how- 
ever, oresages a rough road 
ahead for anything as bold, de- 
cisive, and comprehensive as the 
CED proposals. 


In brief, the CED program for 
agriculture adjustment calls for 
measures which would expedite 
the movement of farmers into 
other lines of work by offering 
retraining opportunities and fi- 
nancial assistance during a five- 
year transition period. During 
this period, government price 
supports would be figured on @ 
different and gradually declin- 
ing basis to remove incentives 
for continued overproduction and 
finally would cease, And during 
the transition period, an expand- 
ed Soil Bank and a Cropland 
Adjustment Program would re- 
move from production additicnal 
acreages which might otherwise 
contribute to a further build-up 
of surplus crops

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CED’S premise (which is sup- 
ported by numerous economists) 
is that a chief reason for high 
crop surpluses and jow farm 
prices is that too many people 
are continuing to farm in an era 
when improved technology 
makes it possible for many fewer 
farmers to produce the needed 
abundance of food and fiber. 
Taxpayers actually- are subsi- 
dizing, in the present farm pro- 
gram, many more farmers than 
they need, and are, in effect, 
perpetuating surpluses,

at artificially high levels have 
delayed or prevented the rapid 
movement of farmers out of 
farming which the CED consid- 
ers essential to a prosperous ag- 
riculture. 

A first step toward solution, 
states the CED, is a generally 
improved labor market which 
would offer sufficient opportun- 
ities to attract farmers away 
from farms. 

Simultaneously, the CED calls 
for educational programs which 
would substitute for the agri- 
culture vocational courses, now 
widely offered rural youth, a 
different type of vocational 
training to piecare boys and girls 
for jobs in industry. 

It favors “federal aid to pub- 
lic education below the college 
level in the low income states.” 
It declares that “public and pri- 
yate policy should take dual ac- 
count of the national needs first, 
to reduce the number of people 
committed for their livelihood to 
farming, and second, to raise the 
national educational attainment, 
by measures to bring the partici- 
pation of farm youths in higher 
education up to the national 
standard.” , . P| 


One of the principal objec- 
tives of the new Manpower Act, 
states the CED, should be the 
retraining of farm workers de- 
siring to leave farming. Further 
assistance could be provided by 
expanding the Federal -State Em- 
ployment Service to rural areas 
on a national and regional basis 
rather than local only; and by 
expanding the present farm labor 
service to include placement in 
off-farm work. 

Loans for departing farm fam- 
jlies should be provided put 
should be “given once only for, 
the purpose of leaving farming.” 

Next, the CED proposes a Price 
Adjustment Program w hich 
would allow an adjustment price 
on crops to permit the total out- 


put to be sold domestically or in | 


commercial export markets with- 
out government subsidy — and 
to yield for farmers remaining

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Concluding its recommenda- 
tions, the CED states: “It is our

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Good Tidings to the Exiles 
Isaiah 40:1-11; 52:7-9 


Memory Scripture: How beauti- 
ful upon the mountains are the 
feet of him that bringeth good 
tidings, that publisheth peace. 
Isaiah 52:7. 


“Today's lesson is from Isaiah, 
another of the major prophets. In 
point of time we revert back to 
over a century. prior to Jerusa- 
lem’s fall. At the time of the 
captivity, Isaiah's writings had 
already become a part of the 
Jewish culture. One can well 
imagine that they were among 
the valued scrolls carried with 
the captives to their servitude in 
Babylon. What a comfort they 
must have been to them there. 


In the book of Isaiah there is 
a significant division at the 
40th chapter. It seems that a 
new spirit entered the prophet 
as he wrote the remainder of the 
book. This section is dominated 
by a great spirit of. anticipation. 
Joy and courage take hold of the 
prophet. These strains can be 
found in the first 39 chapters, but 
not in such a sustained and exalt- 
ed manner. This difference with- 
in the book of Isaiah has caused 
some to suggest a second Isaiah 
as the writer of the latter half. 
There is no manuscript evidence 
to support this theory. The dis- 
covery: of the Dead Sea Scrolls 
has revealed that prior to the 
time of Christ, Isaiah was one 
united book, 

An explanation of this triump- 
hant theme can better be under- 
stood by a study of Isaiah itself, 
Chapters 36-39 tell of the~inva- 
ston of Judah by the Assyrian 
host under Sennacherib. Heze- 
kiah, thé king, along with his 
adviserg and Isaiah, the prophet, 
prayed for deliverance. Over- 
night, the deliverance came. The 
angel of the Lord smote 185,000 
soldiers that night. It was an 
opportune time for God to reveal 
through Isaiah, the nature and 
triumph .of the coming Messiah 
and His kingdom. 

In these davs of perplexity, we 
need the comfort of Isaiah’s mes- 
sage. On one occasion when 


there: was much to discourage I . 


came upon 40:31: “But they that 
wait upon the LORD shall renew 
their strength; they shall mount 
up with wings as eagles; they 
shall run, and not be weary; and 
they shall walk, and not faint.” 
With such promises there is no 
excuse for us not being joyo 
triumphant. Christians. Isaiah 
writings must have been of un- 
told benefit to the Exiles in their 
captivity. 

Q. When a wedding is called 
off, what is done about the 
wedding gifts received?

Medicare Crisis 


The bitter local experience in . 


Saskatchewan has alerted Can- 
ada as a whole to the difficulties 
it must face if it decides to estab- 
lish a national health insurance 
acheme. 

Unhappy as it was at its incep- 
tion, the Saskatchewan experi- 
ment may be a useful warning to 
the natioi. But however the 
provincial scheme may be regard- 
ed, it is probably the forerunner 
of. a national scheme on some 
other basis. 


While the Saskatchewan Gov- 
ernment was trying to force its 
legislation on the medical pro- 
fession and the doctors were re- 
fusing to practice, except in cases 
of emergency, a royal commis- 
sion was studying a broad na- 
tional approach to these prob- 
lems. It is expected to file a 
report wilh the federal govern- 
ment not long from now, and no 
doubt it will take full account of 
the quarrel in Saskatchewan, 4s 
recently settled by compromise. 

That Canada will adopt a na- 
tional insurance scheme of some 
kind appears certain, since all 
political parties are committed to 
it and the Progressive Conserva- 
tive government has been strong- 


‘ly criticized by the Liberal op- 


position for delaying it. - 


The government replies that it 
would be folly to undertake such 
a costly project without the full- 
est advance inquiry, the explora- 
tion of all alternatives, the fig- 
ures of prospective cost. 

After what happened in Sas- 
katchewan the government noe 
doubt is glad that it refused to 
rapidly go ahead, In the light of 
this experience most Canadians 
realize now that. medical insur- 
ance under state control will be 
more difficult and complicated 
than it looks in the simplicities 
of politica! debate. 

Apart from everything else, 
medical insurance raises grave 
financial problems. Nevertheless, 
the Canadian people, as reflected 
in their Parliament, seem deter- 
mined to have it in one form or 
another to complement the pre- 
sent scheme of hospital insur- 
ance. 


In the Saskatchewan experi- 
ment they have learned several 


national policy later on. 

First, it has been demonstrated 
that no Canadian government 
can compel the cooperation of 
the medical profession. Like 
ether workérs, the doctors can 
go on strike as they did in Sas- 
katchewan, though they did not 
use that term. : 


The provincial government 


made the mistake of enforcing 


the insurance scheme before it’ 


was sure that the doctors would 
work under it. No Canadian gov- 
ernment is likely to repeat this 
mistake. 
Second, it ‘is clear that the 
Saskatchewan public has no wish 
to disturb the free and personal 
relationship between doctors and 
patients. It regards insurance as 
purely a financial matter, a 
method of paying medical costs 
collectively. with no state inter- 
fererce in the practice of medi- 
cine, writes Bruce Hutchison in 
the Christian-Science Monitor. 
The Saskatchewan government 
denied throughout the recent 
trouble that it wished to inter- 


turn doctors into civil servants. 
But the wording of its legislation 
convinced the doctors that if had 
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‘taken the power to interfere and 


might do so later if the law were 
not clarified before the scheme 
started. 

The strike ended only when 
the government agreed to sum- 
mon the Provincial Legislature 
and rewrite the law generally 
along the lines of the doctors’ 
wishes. 


Third, it is clear that private 
insurance schemes, now covering 
a large proportion of the Cana- 
dian people, will not be abolished 
and that doctors can practice 
outside the public scheme if they 
wish. 

To this the Saskatchewan gov- 
ernment has agreed, and any 
province embracing state insur- 
ance in any form is likely to do 
likewise. 


But everybody, whether he 


wants state insurance or not, will 
have to pay his share of the cost, 
one ‘way or another, in taxes. 


irving’s Back At 
Work—No Fooling 


At 9:20 on a muggy morning 
in New York City last month, 
while most theater people were 
in bed or on vacation, 74-year- 
old Irving Berlin strode briskly 
up to the St. James Theater to 


kick off rehearsals of “Mr, Pres- | 


ident.” “Irving, what are you 
trying to do?” asked a friend at 
the door. “Make an entrance?” 

Berlin was not so much mak- 
ing an entrance as a re-entry — 
about the most heralded re-entry 
since Scott Carpenter's. In 1950 
with “Call Me Madam,” Berlin 
quit Broadway, and four years 
later the most prolific (900 songs) 
and popular composer of his day 
retired completely from song- 
writing. 

“You can’t manufacture hob- 
bies,” Berlin remarked as he ex- 
plained his decision to write a 
new show. “If your mind is ac- 
tive you have to do something 
with it. Even if it’s bad. But if 
you haven't done something for 
twelve years, you get frightened. 
Last year I just made up my 
mind to eommit myself.” 

Berlin committed himself to 
what seemed a sure thing. His 
collaborators ‘on “Mr. President” 
are Broadway names almost as 
fabulous as his: Authors Howard 
Lindsey and Russel Crouse, di- 
rector Joshua Logan, producer 
Leland Hayward. His stars are 
Nanette Fabray and Robert Ryan, 
and his theme contemporary poli- 
tics. At first rehearsal the ad- 
vance sale had soared to $1.6 
million. “It scares me,” said Ber- 
lin. “It’s the two sides of a coin. 
On one side I'm flattered that, no 
matter what, it will run for a 
year, The other side is I’m scared 

ause I have to live up to it.” 

As Berlin walked into the St. 
James, he mused about the re- 
hearsal. “I'm anxious, but the 
minute you do anything for an 
audience you get a reaction. You 
become enthusiastic and the mo- 
mentum of enthusiasm keeps you 
going.” 

Backstage, Berlin stripped to 
short sleeves. Then he stepped 
in front of the rehearsal piano 
and began singing his show. Ber- 
lin's voice, a croak in 1918 when 
he sang “Oh! How I Hate to Get 
Up in the Morning,” had weath- 
ered to a creak in 1942 when he 
appeared in his “This Is_ the 
Army.” Now it was a throaty 
whisper but unmistakably Ber- 
lin. Three hours later he belted 
out the last. song, a rhythmic, 
flag-waving anthem which be- 
gins: “This is a great country . i 
In salute to Berlin the cast ap- 
plauded and joined in the patrio- 
tic refrain.

Fighting Against 
Costiy Funerals 


In old-world communities from 
Cork tu Canton, the funeral has 
always vied with the wedding as 
a treasured excuse for interrupt- 
ing workaday toi] and appeasing 
the human hunger for variety 
and spectacle. In. the modern 
U.S., where diversions are more 
plentiful, the elaborate funeral is 
something of an anachronism 
Moreover, as a growing number 
of infuential clergymen have be- 
gun to insist, the all-out send off 
for the esteemed departed may 
be downright offensive. 


Part of the clerical objection to 
the funeral with frills arises 
from humane concern for the 
family which has to foot the bill, 
Fifteen years ago, one could be 
decently laid away for a cost of 
from $300 to $500. Nowadays, 
the figure is $900 to $1,200. More- 
over, some clergymen argue that 
an exaggerated fuss‘ over a dead 
body has pagan - implications, 
What these critics would like to 
see substituted for the elaborate 
funeral is a simple and expedi- 
tious burial followed by a mem- 
orial service. 


Already a rooted trend, this 
revolt against the old-time ob- 
sequies has taken organized form 
in the growing number of “mem- 
orial societies” now spread across 
the country. These are coopera- 
tive grours whose members pay 
a nominal initiation fee ($2.12) 
to insure the preplanned dispos- 
al of their bodies (usually by cre- 
mation), and a corpseless service 
in a church instead of a funeral 
parlor. 


Much of the appeal of the 
memorial societies (there are 
close to 100 today) is patently 
due to their success in shaving 
the high cost of dying. In Chi- 
cago, for example, since the local 
group (1,000 families) was 
founded three years ago, the cost 
of services for deceased. members 
has averaged $260, as compared 
with an average of $1,200 for 
Chicago-area funerals. 


Although the most outspoken 
advocate of the memorial societ- 
ies have been Unitarium minis- 
ters, the Chicago Board of Rabbis 
recently issued a statement ot 
concern over funeral practices 
“which violate the letter and 
spirit of Jewish tradition.” And 
last May, the Texas Synod of the 
Presbyterian Church in the U.S. 
(Southern) adopted a resolution 
condemning “neo-pagan corpse 
worship.” 

If laymen are upset by heavy 
expenses and clergy by lack of 
religious tone, both object to 
what they see as the vulgarity of 
current funeral customs. “Most 
services are stupid, barbaric, and 
savage,” says Rabbi Edgar F,

Undertakers not only resen’ 
such criticism, but believe the 
memorial idea can only thrive or 
publicity; consequently, most re- 
main as tight-lipped as tha 
“evyerseal” caskets some of them 
recommend, However, in a re- 
cent issue of a mortuary trade 
magazine, Ralph Head, president 
of a chain of funeral homes in 
California, opens Up: “Without 
a funeral director with crema- 
tion facilities willing to provide 
pickup . . . the memorial society 


would be nothing more than a, 


propaganda organization trying 
to sell art idea in exchange for a 
$10 handout.”. ~ ¢ 

Although Head's. bitterness is 
shared by many morticians, 
others see the societies as inevit- 
able. Boston's Chester Eastman 
feels that funeral directors will 
simply have to adjust to the new 
trends. “We're planning to stay 
in business,” he says, “by con- 
ducting funerals the way people 
want them conducted.” "i 


If the memorial societies are 
here to stay, they are not going 
to find Eastman’s cooperative at- 
titude everywhere. “The very 
concept of the memorial society,” 
said one more representative 
funeral official recently, 
alien to every principle of the 
American way of life.”

Rubbing Out 
German Measles 


For most youngsters, German 
measles is nothing worse than a 
three-day rash and a week off 
from school. But to an unborn 
child, the usually mild rubella 
virus can be vicious: Babies born 
to mothers infected during. the 
first month of pregnancy stand a 
80 per cent chance of congenital 
heart defects, cataracts, deafness, 
or mental retardation. Soon such 


dangers may be a thing of the

Two researchers at the Nation- 


“ql Institutes of Health, Drs, John 
. I, Sever and Gilbert M. Schiff, 


last month announced a major 
step toward wiping out the threat 
with a vaccine. After more than 
a year of experimenting, they 


had isolated the rubella virus. 


The NIH team first tracked 
down the virus — which has 
eluded researchers for decades— 
in throat washings from infected 
Army recruits and children. A 
two-step test proved it was 
rubella: 

First, they knew that a tissue 
culture infected with rubella can- 
not be further destroyed by an- 
other virus called Coxsackie A-9. 
When they added Coxsackie A-9 
to their presumptive rubella cul- 
tures, the new virus failed to 
spread. But this wasn’t enough 
proof, since other viruses also 
block Coxsackie A-9. 

As a double check, the re- 
searchers injected blood serum 
(from persons just recovered 
from German measles) into some 
fresh rubella virus cultures. If 
rubella viruses were actually 
there, they would be killed by 
antibodies in the convalescents’ 
blood; then Coxsackie viruses, 
when: added, would spread 
through the tissue cultures. 
“That's just what happened,” 
said Dr. Sever last month. “Then 
we knew we had rubella.” 

Because German measles is a 
mild disease, the lab-grown virus 
fteelf could be used to “vacci- 
nate” chlidren or young women 
aimply by producing a full-blown 
ease. The NIH investigators are 


developing vaccines made from 


weakened or killed rubella vir- 
wees for use wherever a wide- 
epread German measles epidemic 
might threaten pregnant women.

Don’t Waste Time 
On Mongrel Dogs 
by Henry P. Davis 


Assuming that all dogs possess 
the hunting instinct to some de- 
gree, is it possible to start a 
puppy of mongrel parentage at 
an early age and turn it into a 
satisfactory hunting dog? That 
is a debatable question. 


One might try out 50 mongrel 
pups before he got one showing 
any degree of promise at all, and 
even then his chances of success 
would be mighty slim:— even 
if the trainer made a full-time 
job of it. By the time the young 
mongrel had reached the age of 
1% years he would, at best, only 
have begun to learn something 
about hunting. Even then he 
might decide such activity was 
not to his liking. 


In the meantime, the. trainer 
would have had to purchase a 
pile of fairly expensive food on 
a worthless dog, have worn out 
his shoes, clothing, and his pe- 
tience. That's not for me! 


This is not to say that no mix- 
ed breed will ever make a satis- 
factory hunting dog. There are 
individuals that do rather well. 
In fact, I've seen a few myself 
and hunted behind them with 
reasonable satisfaction. But, with 
the exception of two mongrels 


tumble dove retrievers and sev- 
\little mixed-up terrier types 
that’ had a world of squirrel 
hunting savvy, all were in the 
category of trail hounds. 


I am confident that the best 
coon dog I ever hunted behind 
was a cross between a purebred 
hound and an old-fashioned farm 
shepherd. Undoubtedly the best 
squirrel dog I ever saw was & 
small terrier type of very mixed 
parentage, named, of all things, 
Colossus.

The result is never 
worth the effort, for even if you 
do have some degree of success, 
in the end you still have only a 
mongrel which cannot reproduce 
its own kind. 


Stick to the purebred breeds, 
and the chances are you'll have 
a dog of which you can truly be 
proud. Determine the type of 
hunting you want to do. Then 
pick a representative of one of 
the breeds that has been spec- 


-ially developed for that type of 


hunting, and then concentrate 
your training efforts on it. 


Do not make a “jack-of-all- 
trades” out of your dog no mat- 
ter what breed you select. The 
Germans for many years have 
tried to develop all-purpose 
breeds, and I suppose they have 
been successful in satisfying 
their own requirements in their 
own country. 


But there are very few of these 
dogs trained for all-purpose 
work that can hold a candle to 
the specialty breeds so popular 
in this country for our own type 
of hunting. They are good hon- 
est workers, to be sure, but when 
a dog has his mind on ground 
game when you want to hunt 
birds, you are both likely to get 
a little mixed up. 


Purebreds take up no more 
room, eat no more food, require 
no more care. They are much 
easier to train — and you are not 
ashamed to show them to your 
sportsmen friends. 


Let me add, however, that I’ve 
seen hundreds of mixed-breed 
mongrels called hunting dogs by 
their owners but with whom it 
was a waste of time to go afield. 
The heft of their owners’ game 
pockets was, indeed, proof 
enough that it does not pay to 
waste time on training them.

escent Home on Long Island, 
When Moore died in his sleep 
last month at 86, Delmar com- 
mented: “He was the biggest — 
and most lovable — ham that

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How Can I?

Q. What can I do when some 
burned starch has accumulated 
on the bottom of my iron? 

A. Disconnect the iron, allow 
it to cool, then apply some paste 
silver polish to the starch. Wipe 
the iron with a slightly damp 
cloth, and follow with a dry one. 
It’s as simple as that. 


Q. Some of the jars I'd like to 
use for preserving have a musty 
odor. What can I do about this? 

A, Fill the jars with cold water 
in which some baking soda has 
been dissolved. This will soon 
freshen them. Wash in hot water 
and suds, rinse well, and they 
are ready for use, 


Q. How can I elimindte the 
rather unpleasant odor when 
cooking shrimp? 

A. A stick of cinnamon dropped 
into the water in which you are 
boiling your shrimp will dispel 
the smell and still not affect the 
taste. 


q. Can you suggest an effici- 
ent way of hooking two or more 
card tables together into one 
jong table for a family gather- 
ing or picnic? 

A. This can be done by set- 
ting the adjacent pairs of legs 
into snug-fitting tin cans. Be 
sure to use cans that provide & 
tight fit for the two legs and 
that are high enough to keep 
the lengths of the two legs to- 
gether. 

Q@. What can I do about a 
screen door that is sagging and 
is out of plumb with the door 
opening? 

A. Square this screen door 
with a turnbuckle, procurable at 
your hardware store. The top of 
the turnbuckle is attached to the 
hinge side of the door, and then 
the wire is stretched diagonally 
across the door, and the turn- 
buckle screwed until your door

It has been said that false and 
misleading advertising causes 
the American public to spend 
more than a billion dollars a 
year on foods, drugs and lotions 
that have no real benefit. 

This was the theme of a re- 
cent book by Ralph Lee Smith 
called, “The Health Hucksters.” 

It was billed as “The shock- 
ing story of how food and drug 


advertising exploits your 
health,” debunking false claims 


for vitamins, cold remedies, re- 
ducing formulas and other 
quackery. 5 

It is, as the author pointed 
out, a case of the old “medicine 
man” in modern garb, peddling 
his wares with smooth Madison 
Avenue sales talk. . 


The Food and Wrug Admiris- 
tration is constantly on his trail, 
exposing his devious and deceit- 
ful sales talk — his ‘play on 
people’s fears, perplexities, and 
human frustrations. Hardly a 
week goes by without an FDA 


A recent instance of this kind 
had to do with the marketing of 
“mineral-rich” salt, said to have 
been extracted from sea water 
and advertised as good for prac- 
tically every ailment man can 
think of. 


It is hard to believe that 
people are taken in by such ex- 
travagant claims. But they obvi- 
ously are, for these are gener- 
ally. profitable ventures — while 
they last. 

Vitamin pills and remedies 
have been debunked again and 
again. by health authorities as 
over-rated, over-sold, and un- 
necessary in the American diet. 
Yet millions still solemnly take 
their vitamins, encouraged by 
advertising claims, which bring 
returns of some half-billion dol- 
lars a year to vitamin manufac- 
turers, according to the author 
of “The Health Hucksters.” 

While the majority may not 
swallow the quack ballyhoo, 


“many do swallow the newest 


pills — pills for pepping up, 
slowing down, thinning out, re- 
lief from tensions and so on. 
The very name “tranquilizer” is 
beguiling to millions in these 
troubled times. 

The flood of drugs:on the mar- 
ket in recent years is pheno- 
menal. Mr. Smith reports in his 
book that one druggist told him 
that while 10 years ago he stock- 
ed only about 400 drug items, to- 
day he has nearly 2,000 on his 
shelves, with more being added 
every week. 

“How much of this represents 


real progress in medicine?” he 


asked in his research. “Only a 
small portion of it, according to 
leading doctors,” he said. 


It has taken the tragic case of. 


the sleeping _ pill - tranquilizer 
thalidomide to bring home to 
the American people, and peo- 
ple elsewhére in the world, the 
extent to which new drugs are 
rushed into use without suffi- 
cent testing to bring warning of 
their harmful side effects, writes 
Josephine Ripley in the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor. 

Even now, long ~- approved 
drugs are coming under suspi- 
cion as possibly — and in some 
cases — probably responsible 
for serious conditions quite 
apart from those for which they 
were taken. 

All this has given needed im- 
petus to the administration's ap- 
peal for more FDA authority in 
the inspection, approval, and 
contro] of drugs. 

In particular, the government 
wants authority to take a drug

ff the market, even after ap- 
proval, if a question develops as 
to Nits safety. Removal is diffi- 
cult \under present procedure. 

It is also felt that the FOA 
should have more time to’ exa- 
mine and review new drugs, to 
investigate their manufacture, 
and make as certain as humanly 
possible that they are safe. 

The Food and Drug Act was 
passed in 1906, overhauled in 
1938 and has been revised in 
various ways since then, The 
proposed amendments now un~ 
der consideration are second 
only .in scope to the remodeling 
job of 1938. They are recognized 
— especially in the light of re- 
cent developments — as ungent- 
ly needed to screen the tremen- 
dous flood of drugs pouring on 
the market. 

This, in effect, was the mes- 
sage of the “Health Hucksters.” 
Its last chapter head was: 
“Needed — A Consumer's Bill 
of Rights” to protect the public 
against false advertising claims, 
and against the tremendous sale 
pressures from competing manu- 
facturers. * 
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It is very quiet and peaceful— 
that is, among the trees on our 
back lawn. Sure, we can hear 
the traffic along the Dundas 
Highway but our own car is 
sitting immobile in the garage. 
There it will stay until after 
the Civic Holiday. Partner and 
I had our share of being in 
heavy traffic last week. We 
were in Toronto on business; in- 
tended going by bus but while 
we were waiting for the bus 
two neighbours came along and 
offered ‘us a ride part way. We 
still had to get from Bloor to 
Yonge so we were soon fighting 
like the rest of the crowd for 
seats on the street-car. How 
people put up with it day after 
day is beyond me. Our first call 
was at a shoe shop as Partner 
has to have corrective shoes. 
This was more interesting than 
most shoe shops as half of the 
building was for men’s shoes 
and the other half for pets, and 
sporting goods, In one tank 
there were baby snakes, 25¢ 
each.

After I was 
through we had lunch and then 
started travelling again as Part- 
ner had an appointment with an 
oculist at Jane and Bloor. This 
young fellow has only been in 
practice a short while but he 
must be good as in a recent 
rating he came second highest 
in science and opthamology for 
the whole of Canada. And it so 
happened I had had dealings 
with him early in the year when 
he was substituting for a well 
known oculist with whom | had 
an appointment because of an 
eye infection. 

You know, I find so many 
people get confused with the 
various ways in which men 
who deal with eyes are describ- 
ed. For instance we have ocu- 
lists, opthamologists, optome- 
trists and opticians. And it is 
important to know the differ- 
ence. For instance an optician 
is one who makes eyeglasses. 
That is to say he grinds the 
lenses in accordance with what- 
ever prescription you take him. 
He also advises you as ‘to the 
type and fit of frames best 
suited for you. 


An optometrist is qualified to 


test your sight and prescribe 
what glasses are necessary. He 
does not treat diseases of the 
eye, except of a minor nature 

An oculist or opthamologist is 
usually a medical doctor who 
specializes in diseases of the eye 
and ean prescribe accordingly. 
He knows if the trouble with 
your eyes is purely local or is 
attributable to other bodily dis- 
orders. He knows if a cataract 
is forming or if there are le- 
sions at the back of the eye. For 
a person in good health, but 
with weak sight, an optometrist 
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may be all that ‘s necessary. 
Bui a persor with eye trouble 
as well as failing health should 
most certainly consult an ocu- 
list. There are many organic 
diseases that can affect the eyes 
and give warning to the person 
concerned. 

Well, no one has reason to 
complain about the weather on 
this Civic Holiday week-end and 
I expect many people are hav- 
ing a good time — especially 
those who are away and out of 
earshot of television and radio, 
and thus unaware of the trage- 
dies that have occurred during 
the last few days, the worst of 
which was the propane gas ex~- 
plosion at Maple. That is some- 
thing that could happen any- 
where yet we are 50 accustomed 
to gas stations and storage tanks 
that we never think of them as 
a potential danger. And that ap- 
pies to us as well as other 
people. Here we are, sitting 
pretty on what we regard es a 
quiet lot in a residential dis- 
trict. Yet right at the back of 
us there are five gas stations ail 
in a row. Between the gas sta- 
tions and the houses, property 
owners burn rubbish every 
week or so. If just one of those 
bonfires got out of hand it could 
spell tragedy for all of us. 
Everyone is careful and takes 
the usual precautions against, 
fire, but I doubt if they have 
the gas stations in mind. Per- 
haps they will be conscious of 
their closeness from now on. 

We have become conditioned 
fo so many things during the 
last twenty-five years. Excess 
noise, for instance. What hap- 
pens when you turn the radio or 
T.V. on? Naturally the first 
thing we hear is a commercial 
that is almost deafening. Sure, 
we can turn the ‘volume down 
but when the news or program 
begins we just have to jump up 
and turn it up again. There 
should be a ruling to require 
commercials to be no louder 
than the program that follows. 
Anyway I have stopped buying 
one brand of tea because they 
have such loud commercials.

azine, Princess Radziwell was 
barred from the showings of de- 
signer Hubert de Givenchy, 
Why? The answer descended on 
who was asked. 


A Givenchy spokesman said 
the Princess's telephoned request 
for a seat in the salon at a cus- 
tomers’ showing was refused 
only because she had become a 
journalist. Givenchy, who per- 
mits no reporters at his showings 
until late August, evidently de- 
tests the fashion press. It makes 
fun of fashion designers, he 
thinks, by talking about football- 
player shoulders on coats, and 
hats. that look like flower pots. 
“It makes readers laugh, but it’s 
hard on designers,” he says.: > 

But members of the fashion 
press hinted that Givenchy’s mo- 
tive in excluding Princess Radzi- 
will may not have stemmed from 
a belief that all reporters should 
be treated equally. The New 
York Herald Tribune’s know- 
ledgeable Eugenia Sheppard re- 
ported that Princess Radziwill 
had recently switched her pat- 
ronage from Givenchy to rival 
Yves St. Laurent. “Some of the 
hated press are wondering if 
Givenchy hadn't already heard 
the news when he refused to 
reserve a seat for Princess Radzi- 
will,’ ‘Miss Sheppard wrote. 
Barred by Givenchy, Princess 
Radziwill was seen the same 
day wearing St. Laurent designs, 
changing from a white silk suit 
for a morning St. Laurent show- 
ing to a shocking-pink silk suit 
for an afternoon Chanel show. 
At these affairs the Princess- 
journalist (who held a non-writ- 
ing job with Vogue briefly in 
1958) managed to get a front- 
row place and sat headhigh like 


royalty, jotting notes on pro- 
grams with a long, slender gold 
pencil. 

The French press, which gave 
heavy play to the Radziwill shut- 
out, accused Givenchy of being 
devious, not vindictive. Under 
a headline, Hubert De Givenchy: 
What A Publicity Genius, Paris 
Jour chided: “Givenchy didn’t 
hesitate to slam the doors of his 
salon in Princess Lee Radziwill’s 
face. This gesture wil) get him 
millions in the way of publicity.”

_ There is no visible rebellion, 
either now or in sight for the 
future, although there is specu- 
lation on what might happen if 
an army, almost entirely of peas- 
ants were to ferment. Patience 
is ingrained to a pitiful degree 
in China. A Washington official 
is quoted by the New York 
Times as saying the reaction in 
China to the spreading break- 
down, malnutrition, stoppages of 
industry for lack of materials, 
return to the country of many 
who went to the city for succor, 
and the like is, “apathy, dejec- 
tion, demoralization, desponden- 
ey, and despair.” 

Ill feeling toward the Soviet 
Union stems in part from. this 
situation. At Geneva Marshall 
Chen went so far as to tell a 
Western diplomat privately that 
Moscow had let the Commun- 
ists down in their hour of need. 
Supporting information from the 
Communist Chinese press indi- 
cates that the Russian leaders 
continue to exact payments for 
earlier aid to China, despite 
China’s desperate scramble for 
foreign exchange, to buy food 
abroad. A slight easing toward 
the West is understandable, ac- 
eording to an editorial in the 
Christian Science Monitor. 

In an interview with the Swiss 
radio, Marshal Chen said it was 
“rather nice” of President Ken- 
medy to give assurances to Pe- 
king that he would not permit 
the Chinese Nationalists to start 
war in the Formosa Strait. And 
back in China he said at a party 
that he had assured Secretary of 
Btate Dean Rusk that China 
would not upset the agreement 
to neutralize Laos. 


Right now they face what:

ure of communism 4s a system. 
They could act in desperation 
and try to distract local wrath 
with foreign quarrels.

Never A Life Lost 
Through Neglect! 


There in perhaps no more 
striking echievement in the 
struggle ior human = security 
than the fi¢t that, in 122 years 
of operaticn, the Cunard line 
has never ‘ost a single passen- 
ger’s life through accident or 
neglect. Ard this has been 
against tht stupendous and 
often malevolent hazard, the 
Atlantic Ocean. Warren Tute’s 
history of :tteam navigation on 
those watets, “Atlantic Con- 
quest,” is compact, balanced, and 
dramatic. Lieutenaht Commanrd- 
er Tute, R.N’ (Ret.) is a sea 
writer and novelist of zest and 
directness, (“The Cruiser,” “The 
Rock,” “Leviathan”) and a liter- 
ary voyage with Tute at the 
helm is efficient business. 

Fortunately, he is no taciturn’ 
tar, and he likes to talk about 
other men. Thus “Atlantic Con- 
quest” turns out to be essenti- 
ally a story of human skills and 
spirit. and the great ocean is 
made to yield to the puny 
une of man — much of the 


time.\Steam power was early re- 
garded\as a foolish presumption 
over sail, but wooden paddle- 
wheelers slowly broke the prej- 
udice. In 1819 the 300-ton aux- 
iliary steam packet Savannah 
‘reached Liverpool from New 
York in 27 days and fifteen 
hours (steaming 80 hours of the 
way). Her instigators have been 
forgotten and she drew curiosity 
but as a business venture she 


the first crossing- of a major 
ocean by a steam-engined ship. 
Next, in 1838, the little Sirius 
of the British and American line 
(conceived by an American, Dr. 
Junius Smith) steamed into 
New York from England, a few

The list of great Atlantic en- 
trepreneurs gces on. In 1850 Ed- 
ward Knight Collins, a Cape Cod 
sailing scion and pioneer of high 
- took the mythical Blue 
Riband for Atlantic speed from

was a flop; this, however, was . 


the Cunarders (crossings were 


then made in ten days). Within. 
a decade, Collins. had failed, due 
largely to shipwrecks, in which 
he lost his own wife, son and 
daughter. In 1870 Thomas Ismay, 
son of a small Cumberland ship- 
builder, challenged the Cunard- 
ers with his White Star line, 
offering more capacity, speed, 
and luxury. Ismay was a busi- 
ness master with. two unusual 
guiding principles: (1) If you 
have a good thing don’t be 
greedy — let others have some, 
(2) don’t let weak competition 
fail, lest strong rivalry take its 
place. 

Warren Tute also pays vivid 
attention to. men who faced the 
Atlantic on the deck’ rather than 
of the balance shéets. The early 
Atlantic captains) especially as 
elegance and publicity became 4 
part of their liners, were some- 
thing like national heroes. At 
one point Tute claims that he 
does not grasp the exact dis- 
tinction between three captains 
who were described in 1886 as 
“s sailor, a social sailor, and a 
calico captain.” But if a “social 
sailor’ be taken to mean an 
agreeable, talkative mariner, 
and a “calico captain” a favour- 
ite with the ladies, then surely 
the plain term “sailor” applies 
to the famous Capt. C. H. E. 
Judkins of the Cunard line. 
Once, when a woman passenger 
approached him as the ship 
néared Newfoundland and ask- 
ed: “Oh! Captain, do tell me, 
is it always as foggy and nasty 
as this off the Banks?” Cap- 
tain Judkins replied: “How the 
devil do I know, Madam? I don’t 
live here.” 


Song Of The Rails 
Being Silenced 


The Pennsylvania Railroad’s 
scheme to take the clickety- 
clack out of its trains is a devel- 
opment we view with muted en- 
thusiasm. Some people just 
don’t know when to stop. First 
they take the steam locomotives 
away, and along with them the 
sky-howling whistles that be- 
came the glorious hallmarks. of 
railroading. Now comes a con- 
spiracy, of which the Pennsy is 


only one of the guilty parties, to - 


silence the rhythm of the rails 
by welding the segments to- 


gether into one long smooth 
snake. 

The metronomic . “clickety- 
clack, clickety-clack, _clickety- 


clack”. is made, as every young- 
ster learns when wheels jump 
from rail to rail. The “jump,” 
of course, is only the distance of 
one little crack where rail ends 
meet, but it’s enough-to turn 
one’s thoughts to the drama of 
the railroad, to remind the tra- 
veler of the genius, the patience 
and industry of the men who 
dared to dream so long ago that 
the continent could be crossed 
by an iron horse. 

To a few, the clickety-clack 
is a long journey’s welcome lul- 
laby. To others it’s a jolting 
nuisance, as unwelcome as the 
water cure or a non-stop alarm. 
clock set for split-second out- 
bursts. We suppose it’s to the 
latter type, with ears untuned 
to this kind of music, that the 
railroads are bent on catering as 
they substitute clickey-clackless 
ribbons of steel“a thousand feet 
long for the individual segments. 
That's progress, allegedly. A 
smoother ride, to be sure; a’silent 
glide unsullied by either click 
or clack. But unadorned, let us 
not forget, by one of the great 
melodies of the westward move- 
ment and the industrial revolu- 
tion, a melody grown rich with 
age. We will miss its strains. 
—New York Herald Tribune. 


Old Man River — 
He Zigs and Zags! 


Old Man River doesn’t always 
keep rolling along — 4t least 
not along the Texas boundary 
with Mexico. 

Rio Grande is his name, and 
he likes to wander back and 
forth. One year south. Another 
year north. He zigs and zags 
on his way to the Gulf of Mexi- 
oo, as if he enjoyed making mis- 
chief between neighbours. 

Over the years, Mexicans and 
Americans have traded back 
and forth some 25,000 acres of 
river land, for a net loss of 
9,000 acres to the United States. 

But El Chamizal is a piece of 
mischief that goes back, to be- 
fore the turn of the century and 
it still has the mapmakers 50 
confused that some think own- 
ership will never be decided. 
President Kennedy hopes it will.

malized in 1852. Then the river 
began shifting south, and after 
a great flood in 1864 Mexicans 
living just below the river found 
themselves on the north bank 
with the people of El] Paso. 

That is when the arguments 
began, but not until 1910 was 
the dispute submitted to an in- 
ternational arbitration commis- 
sion. 

The rules of international law 
select the owners of flood-plain 
land ‘according to how the river 
made its new division. A fast di- 
vision by flood or earthquake 
does not change the ownerghip. 
A slow shift of earth, from one 
bank to the other, does. 

The United States claimed 
that El Chamizal had been re- 
moved from the Mexican side 
by erosion and deposited on the 
north bank by accretion. Mexico 
contended that the land was 
removed by flood and hence re- 
mained the soil of Mexico. 

The Canadian presiding over 
the arbitration commission rul- 
ed that the changes that occur- 
red from 1852 to 1864 had been 
caused by gradual erosion and 
that those dating from 1864 re- 
sulted from sudden shifts of the 
current. With the concurrence of 
the Mexican. member of the 
commission, he awarded to 
Mexico two-thirds of the acre- 
age or that land which lay south 
of the river in 1864, writes 
Marion Wilhelm in the Christian 
Science Monitor. 

This ruling was refused by the 
United States. on the grounds 
that no one could say where 
the river had been in the flood 
year and that a division of the 
tract was not within the man- 
date of the commission. 


Ever since, Mexico has refus~-_ 


ed to arbitrate any other inter- 
national problem with the Unit- 
ed States, and the Chamizal has 
become a bitter bone of conten- 
tion between the peoples of 
Ciudad Juarez and El] Paso. © 

Fl Paso has been growing 
southward. T'wo city primary 
schools, one high school, a pack- 
ing plant, and a sewage plant 
are inside the disputed tract. 

With President Kennedy com- 
mitted to settle the Chamizal 
ownership once and for all — he 
told a news conference in Wash- 
ington he thought the United 
States had been wrong to refuse 
the arbitration decision — the 
United States has come up with 
a compromise offer to Mexico. 
The plan is to rechannel the 
river bed to a more northerly 
route which leaves part of the 
Chamizal in the city of El Paso 
but gives equivalent acreage 
farther downstream to Ciudad 
Juarez.

There seems to be a question 
in many households about the 
desirability of freezing sand- 
wiches, and here is an answer 
from no less.an authority than 
the American Institute of Baking. 
In answer to the question, “Can 
I freeze sandwiches and sand- 
wich loaves?” the institute says: 

“Yes, but at a sacrifice to pala- 
tability. Even after three days of 
freezing storage, frozen sand- 
wiches cannot compare with 
freshly made ones. Although all 
breads freeze satisfactorily, few 
fillings recover favorably from 
the frozen state. Some ingred- 
jents, used alone can be recom- 
mended — cooked meat, peanut 
butter, and bleu cheese. How- 
ever, when mayonnaise or salad 
dressing is used, freezing is fatal 
to these fillings. Chopped, sliced 


or grated fresh vegetables do not - 


freeze satisfactorily. Sandwiches 
for freezing should be wrapped 
singly, in moisture-proof vapor- 
proof paper, tightly sealed, and 
labeled as to variety.

, gested by the institute that does 


freeze satisfactorily. For filling 
12 sandwiches, combine 14% cups 
(or 1 12-ounce can) chopped 
ham, ground; % cup (or 1 9- 
ounce can) drained crushed pine- 
apple, % cup brown sugar, and 
2 tablespoons prepared horse- 
radish. Spread between slices of 
buttered bread of any variety (a 
protective coating of butter pre- 
vents filling from soaking into 
bread),

bread be stored in the refrig- 
erator?” 


“Yes, but it is well fo be aware 
of both advantages and disad- 
vantages. Refrigerating bread re- 
tards mold growth, especially in 
hot weather. But the longer the 
refrigeration period, the firmer 
the bread becomes. Refrigeration 
temperatures also step up stal- 
ing.” * 


Whether you store your bread 
in a bread box, in the refrigera- 
ped bread or packaged rolis in 
tor, or in the freezer, keep wrap- 
original wrappers. Bread bought 
unwrapped should be wrapped 
in a moisture-resistant bag be- 
fore storing, with the exception 
of hard or crisp crusted breads. 
These are best when eaten fresh,

twelfth anniversary, Aug. 15, 

‘at Balmoral, the Scottish country 
home of the royal family on Dee+ 
side. 

- August is the month when by 

tradition since Queen Victoria’s 

time, the royal family escapes to 
the freedom of a Highland holi- 
day. Prince Charles is home from 

Gordonstoun School where for a 

term now he has been a boarder, 

the first British heir to the throne 
to be educated at a public school. 
‘Princess Anne still has lessons in 
the schoolroom of Buckingham 

Palace with two friends but there 

is much speculation about her 

future education. 

At Balmoral, the restrictions 
which necessarily hedge in mem- 
bers of the royal family at Lon- 
don and Windsor are lifted) The 
people in the small village and 
in nearby Ballater pride them- 
selves on not “making a fuss” 
about the royal family. As one 
of the tradesmen told me: “We 
just regard them as residents 
around here.” — 

This means that the royal 
children can go shopping in the 
village like other children. Since 
she was quite small, Princess 
Anne has accompanied her broth- 
er to buy “sweets” in. the village

porcupine quills. Buckskin fringe 
finished the bottom. A black 
leather belt on which the black- 
smith had embedded brass head- 
ed tacks spelling the name “Iron 
Bull” encircled her expansive 
waist and was fasteried with an 
army buckle . . . Round’ her neck 
were strung rows of bright 
beads, that were to her also a 
great delight. Her glossy black 
hair always hung down her back. 
Little Pinahawney, who was her 
monther’s coristant companion, 
wore a similar dress without the 
belt, The cause of this festal 
costuming was to be explained 
by an interpreter who accom- 
panied them, so I asked them 
into our living room.

Something that is always high- 


ly amusing is to note how big- 
time racketeers, little racketeers 
and others who flout the law 
howl about their legal rights on 
the slighest provocation. They 
have no respect for authority or 
the law except as it fits their 
purpose. 

We note in the news two ex- 
amples of disrespect for law and 
authority which received sur- 
prisingly opposite treatment. In 
Providence, R.I. a judge freed a 
traffic offender who called the 


/ 


police officer a very uncompli- 


mentary name. The judge com- 
mented in extenuation that the 
term has become “somewhat of 
a_ professional expression.” The 
fact that Harry Truman used it, 
and possibly ‘other presidents. 
does not in our opinion give it 
blessing such as to take the dis- 
respect out of it when the auth- 
ority of a police officer is ques- 
tioned. And we can but wonde! 
what the attitude of that judge 
would have been had the offen- 
der called him that name. 


It is more pleasurable to note 
that in Richmond this month 
Municipal Judge John Pierce 
took an entirely different view 
of the situation. In his court 
the offense of giving a policeman 
“a bad time by words” costs $250 
or 50 days. For hitting an officer 
it costs $500 or 100 days. His 
belief is that one who doesn’t 
respect the authority may. re- 
spect the penalty. We would ex- 
pect that in Richmond hence- 
forth officers of the law, and 
the law, will receive a great deal 
more respect for their authority 
than do policemen in Providence, 

Why is this important? Re- 
spect for the law and authority, 
not fear of it, is the proper at- 
titude, and when respect disap- 
pears so does public safety and 
organized society. Law _enforce- 
ment agencies must have the 
support of the -gommunity. 
Outstanding exceptions to thia 
are not remote nor infrequent, 
Too often bystanders have hin- 


dered, rather than helped, an of- © 


ficer attempting to take someone 
into custody. If that attitude 
grows, no one can expect to be 


safe. Judges taking the position. 


of Judge Pierce should have 
public support and make certain 


that respect for authority of the: 


law, regardless of one’s opinion 
of. the individual officer, is up- 
held.

They 
Join at Khartoum in the Sudan, 
where the Blue Nile continues 
its total flow of 2,750 miles to 
the Mediterranean. The emer- 
gence of these regions into mod- 
ern history is a wild, cruel, and 
immensely ornate drama, and in 
its proper 
scribe. — 

Although the human_ figures 
involved often seem as improb- 
able as a caliph’s nightmare, the 
course of events is clear enough. 
Moorehead write: “Three abor- 
tive cavalry charges against mod- 
ern firearms .. . destroyed the 
isolation of the Nile valley from 
Lake Tana to the sea.” There 
was the charge of the Egyptian 
Mamelukes against the invading 
Napoleon. Bonaparte (1798), ‘of 
the Sudanese tribesmen against 
the invading Turk, Muhammed 
Ali (1820), and of the Emperor 
Theodore of Ethiopia against the 
invading British (1868). Napol- 
eon soon left Egypt to attend to 
his European worries and be- 
come the Emperor of France; the 
Turks remained embattled on 
the Nile for years; the English 
withdrew from Ethiopia once 
they had defeated Theodore. In 
any case, the Nile valley. had 
been shaken out of the Middle 
Ages. 

The book is such a resplendent 
tapestry of clime and character, 
virtue and vice, curiosa and 
esotercia, that only specific de- 
tails can suggest its irresistible 
texture. Thus, the 28-year-old 
Napoleon found in Egypt a land 
which fascinated him because 
here, as he noted, the seven 


- deadly sins were held to be “dis- 


obedience to parents, murder, 
desertion during an expedition 
against infidels, usury, falsely 
accusing a woman of adultery, 
idolatry, and the wasting of the 
property of orphans.” 
Entourage: Napoleon took with 
him a company of scholars, the 
Institut d’Egypte, who followed 
his army, studying and drawing 
the scene and artifacts around 
them, producing a 24-volume 
picture of the country in which 
“the very vultures have every 
feather in place.” Moorehead 
magnificently depicts screaming 
battles and burning desert cam- 
paigns, and he notes that Bona- 
parte grandly ordered 
France “a company of comed- 


. jans, a troupe of ballet dancers, 


a marionette show, a hundred 
prostitutes, 200,000 pints of 
brandy and a million of wine.” 

The Nile story abounds in hor- 
ror. In one fairly typical Turkish 
action against the Sudanese “all 
male prisoners ... were emas- 
culated and the breasts of their 
women were cut off, the wounds 
being filled with boiling pitch to 
prevent the victims dying at 
once.” But the Turks were per- 
haps more predictably inhuman 
than Theodore of Ethiopia, who 
was not only a torturer but flam- 
boyantly insane. Like his coun- 
trymen, he called himself a Cop- 
tic Christian, but he could turn 
in a trice from geniality to mass 
murder. After he had toyed for 
years with captive British emis- 
garies, the British organized « 
wastly complicated campaign 
against him under Field-Marshal 
Lord Napier. Moorehead’s des- 
ecription of this crusade of retri- 
bution is a masterpiece of bizarre 
battle history.

Memories Of Boxing’s 


| “Cinderella Man” 


That the harsh and blood- 
smeared world of professional 
boxing is capable of such feel- 
ings as sentimentality would 
seem to be a pretty unlikely 
concept. Yet back in the 1930's, 
a wave of sentiment surround- 
ed one of Fistiana’s gamest and 
most battle-scared veterans. 

He was James J. Braddock, 
the hard-striving heavyweight 
who gained the undisputed title 
of “The Cinderella Man of Box? 
ing.” 

The saga of Braddock’s rise 
from the relief rolls to unex- 
pected fame and fortune in the 
ring appeared to tug at the very 
heartstrings of the fight world 
and earned him a place in ring 
history beyond that which he 
may have obtained on basic 
ability. Indeed, it was Brad- 
dock’s courage and persever- 
ance in overcoming his limita- 
tions which endeared him most 
to fight followers. 


In a career that stretched “over 
a dozen years, lion-hearted Jim 
is perhaps best remembered for 
the grit of his efforts against 
three major opponents — Max 
Baer, Joe Louis and Tommy 
Farr. In none of these bouts was 
Braddock accorded a serious 
chance of winning. But by sheer 
persistency, he beat Baer, floor- 
ed Louis before he was kayoed, 
and fought the greatest battle 
of his gallant career against the 
rugged Farr. 


Going into the fight with 
Tommy, the aging Braddock 
found himself the customary 


sentimental favourite and the 
betting short-ender. At 32, and 
by then an ex-champion, Jim 
appeared to have little chance 
tagainst the tougher-than-nails 
Welshman. 


Farr had spent years working 
in Welsh coal mines and con- 
sidered prize-fighting a joke by 
comparison. He once summed up 
his opinion of boxing in typic- 
ally terse fashion, Said Farr: 
“After the minés, what is fight- 
ing? It’s play!” 

Such was Farr’s attitude when 
Braddock faced him in Madison 
Square Garden on Jan. 21, 1938, 
before 17,369 fans. Though it 
was largely a pro-Braddock 
crowd, the oddsmakers had in- 
stalled Farr as a firm 3-1 fa- 
vourite. The Welshman had the 
edge in youth, strength, weight 
and speed. 

From the outset, Jim fought 
with typical gameness. In the 
first two rounds, he stepped in- 
to Tommy with a good left jab 
and long, slinging rights. But 
the Welshman, grimly contemp- 
tuous of Jim's efforts, counter- 
punched with jolting hooks to 
the body, and it was Farr who 
scored hardest and most fre- 
quently in both rounds. 


In the 3rd, both opened up 
barrages that brought the crowd 
surging to its feet. But again, 
Farr was outpunching Jimmy. 
It would have been the Welsh- 
man’s round if one of his hooks 
hadn't dropped below the belt 
line and caused him to lose the 
frame on a foul. 

In the 4th, Braddock carried 
the edge with sweeping left- 
right combinations, but Farr 


' 
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was back in the 5th with wither- 


ing body barrages that had Jim 
on the ropes. 

Sensing danger, Braddock ral- 
lied furiously in the 6th, and 
he outscored Tommy. However, 
7th and 8th, Brad- 
dock looked as if he were com- 
ing apart. Farr got to him with 
thudding body shots. The wal- 
lops — especially Farr’s right- 
handers — turned Jim's side to 
a dull and angry-looking red, 
What was worse, they brought 
him down off his toes and forced 
him to shuffle flat-footed around 
the canvas. He was slowing per- 
ceptibly, and his 32-year-old 
legs [ooked shaky, writes Gil 
@mith in “The Police Gazette.” 

With two rounds to go, it 
looked like a grim finish for 


Jim. But the amazing spirit thet 
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had carried him from the relief 
rolls of North Bergen, NJ., to 
the world’s heavyweight Cham- 
pionship, now eame to his aid 
again. 

He met the onrushing Farr in 
the 9th with slicing right upper- 
cuts and a string of explosive 


-jeft hooks. Back up on his toes, 


and fighting his heart out, Brad- 
dock repeatedly drove his foe 
to the ropes. 

He out-whacked the Welsh- 
man in shoulder-to-shoulder ex- 
ehanges on the inside. And 
when the clanging gong intrud- 


ed on the thunder of the crowd, ~ 


Jim had completed his greatest 
round. 

The question now was, did he 
have anything left for the 10th? 

Despite his hair-raising effort, 
the count on most of the ring- 
side scorecards appeared to be 
§-4 for Farr. What's more, Tom- 
my’s contemptuous overconti- 
dence had now been replaced by 
a sharp alertness. He knew 
Braddock could be dangerous. 
And if Jim tried for an all-out 
finish, it was certain jhat Farr 
would try, too. 

At the bell, they went after 
each other like life-long ene- 
mies, bombing away, through 
three minutes of the most sen- 
sational fighting the Garden had 
ever seen. Time and again, the 
207-lb. Farr tried to sustain a 
body barrage, only to have his 
attack broken up by slashing 
one-two combinations. As they 
passed the half-way mark, Farr 
Was swinging at both body and 
head, and Braddock had stepped 
up his own delivery to include 
double sets of one-twos. 

With a minute to go, it looked 
as if the pace would have to 
slacken. But the brawling con- 
tinued unabated down to the 
final gong. When, at last, they 
were dragged apart, it appeared 
Jim had actually gained an edge 
in the last-minute trading. 

The. decision was split, and 
harrowingly close. One judge 
voted for Braddock, the other 
for Farr. The referee’s card in- 
dicated four rounds apiece and 
two even. But, exercising his 
discretion, the arbiter awarded 
the bout to Braddock on the 
strength of his tremendous fin- 
ish. As Jim left the ring, the 
crowd gave‘him an ovation that 
almost brought down the Gar- 
den. 

It was the moment of glory 
for the popular Braddock — 
known as “Jersey Jim” for his 
long residence in New Jersey, 
but actually born in a New York 
tenement just two blocks from 
the Garden. 

Much of the sentimental ac- 
claim for Jim that night lay in 
the fact that his amazing cour- 
age, persistency and unquench- 
able spirit had paid off unex- 
pectedly over the formidable 
Farr... just as they had paid 
off in his personal life. 

From a position of near hope- 
less poverty in 1933, he had 
achieved his dream security 
“for Mae and the kids.” More- 
over, he was still young and in 
good health. 

Consequently, when the drums 
began beating for a return bout, 
Jim's own sentiments were di- 
vided. He was sure he could 
beat Tommy. again. But he 
didn’t want to give his family 
any more cause for worry. 

So, “in fairness to my wife 
and children,” he hung up_his 
gloves. 

Not without sentiment him- 
self, Braddock decided to make 
the gallant stand against Fart 
his last one in the ring. 

Today, Jim looks back with 
satisfaction at his decision. After 
the Farr fight, he opened a res- 
taurant in New York. At the 
outbreak of World War II, he 
joined the Army Transportation 
Corps. When that big battle end- 
ed, Jim got himself a job with 
the operating engineers of 4 
general contracting. firm. At 56, 
he’s still in there, punching out 
a living.
